I.   Regulation  and  Management  of  the 

House. 

1.  The  Time  for  the  Ordinary  Meeting  of 
The  House  is  at  Three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon 
of  each  sitting  day,  and  if  at  that  hour  there 
be  not  a  Quorum,  Mr.  Speaker  may  take  the 
Chair  and  adjourn.  When  The  House  rises 
on  Friday,  it  shall  stand  adjourned,  unless 
otherwise  ordered,  until  the  following  Monday. 

3.  If  at  the  hour  of  Six  o'clock,  p.m.,  tlie 
Business  of  the  Day  be  not  concluded,  Mr. 
Speaker  shall  leave  the  Chair  until  half-past 
Seven. 

3.  When  The  House  adjourns,  the  Mem- 
bers shall  keep  their  seats  until  The  Speaker 
has  left  the  Chair. 

4.  The  presence  of  at  least  Twenty  Mem- 
bers of  the  House,  including  The  Speaker, 
shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  meeting  of 
the  said  House  for  the  exercise  of  its  powers. 

5.  Whenever  The  Speaker  shall  adjourn 

The 
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The  House  for  want  of  a  Quorum,  the  time 
of  the  adjournment,  and  the  names  of  the 
Members  then  present,  shall  be  inserted  in 
the  Journal. 

G.  Any  Stranger  admitted  into  any  part 
of  the  House  or  Gallery,  who  shall  misconduct 
himself,  or  shall  not  withdraw  when  Strangers. 
are  directed  to  withdraw,  while  The  House,  or 
any  Committee  of  the  whole  House,  is  sitting, 
shall  be  taken  into  custody  by  the  Sergeant- 
at-Arms ;  and  no  person  so  taken  into  custody 
is  to  be  discharged  without  the  special  order 
of  The  House. 

7.  Any  Member  may  require  The  House 
to  be  cleared  of  Strangers,  and  The  Speaker 
shall  immediately  give  directions  to  the  Ser- 
geant-at-Arms  to  execute  the  order,  without 
debate. 

8.  The  Speaker  shall  preserve  Order  and 
Decorum,  and  shall  decide  Questions  of  Order 
subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  House ;  in  ex 
plaining  a  point  of  Order  or  practice,  he  shall 
state  the  Rule  or  authority  applicable  to  the 
case. 

9.  The  Speaker  shall  not  take  part  in  any 
Debate  before  the  House.  In  case  of  an 
equality  of  Votes,  Mr.  Speaker  gives  a  Casting 
Voice,  and  any  reasons  stated  by  him  are 
entered  in  the  Journal. 
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II.  Rules  of  Debate. 

10.  Every  Member  desiring  to  speak  is  to 

rise 
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rise    in    his    place,   uncovered,  and  address 
himself  to  Mr.  Speaker. 

11.  When  two  or  more  Members  rise  to 
speak,  Mr.  Speaker  calls  upon  the  Member 
who  first  rose  in  his  place ;  but  a  motion  may 
be  made  that  any  Member  who  has  risen  "be 
now  heard,"  or,  "do  now  speak." 

12.  A  Member  called  to  Order  shall  sit 
down,  but  may  afterwards  explain.  The 
House,  if  appealed  to,  shall  decide  on  the 
case,  but  without  debate.  If  there  be  no 
appeal,  the  decision  of  the  Chair  shall  be  final. 

13.  No  Member  shall  speak  disrespectfully 
of  Her  Majesty,  nor  of  any  of  the  Royal 
Family,  nor  of  the  Governor  or  Person  ad- 
ministering the  Government  of  Canada,  nor 
of  the  Lieutenant  Governor  of  this  Province ; 
nor  shall  he  use  offensive  words  against  any 
Member  of  this  House ;  nor  shall  he  speak 
beside  the  Question  in  Debate.  No  Member 
may  reflect  upon  any  Vote  of  The  House, 
except  for  the  purpose  of  moving  that  such 
Vote  be  rescinded. 

14.  Any  Member  may  require  the  Question 
under  discussion  to  be  read  at  any  time  of  the 
Debate,  but  not  so  as  to  interrupt  a  Member 
while  speaking. 

15.  No  Member  may  speak  twice  to  a 
Question,  except  in  explanation  of  a  material 
part  of  his  speech,  in  which  he  may  have  been 
misconceived,  but  then  he  is  not  to  introduce 
new  matter.     A  reply  is  allowed  to  a  Member 

who 
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who  has  made  a  substantive  motion  to  The 
House,  but  not  to  any  Member  who  has  moved 
an  Order  of  the  Day,  an  Amendment,  the 
Previous  Question,  or  an  Instruction  to  a 
Committee. 


III.  Conduct  of  Members. 

16.  No  Member  is  entitled  to  vote  upon 
any  question  in  which  he  has  a  direct  pecu- 
niary interest,  and  the  vote  of  any  Member 
so  interested  will  be  disallowed. 

17.  When  The  Speaker  is  putting  a  Ques- 
tion, no  Member  shall  walk  out  of,  or  across 
the  House,  or  make  any  noise  or  disturbance ; 
and  when  a  Member  is  speaking,  no  Member 
shall  interrupt  him,  except  to  Order,  nor  pass 
between  him  and  the  Chair ;  and  no  Member 
may  pass  between  the  Chair  and  the  Table ; 
nor  between  the  Chair  and  the  Mace,  when 
the  Mace  has  been  taken  off  the  Table  by  the 
Sergeant. 

18.  Every  Member  is  bound  to  attend  the 
service  of  The  House,  unless  leave  of  absence 
has  been  given  him  by  The  House. 


IV.  Business  of  the  House. 
Routine  Business. 

19.  The  ordinary  Daily  Routine  of  Busi- 
ness in  The  House  shall  be  as  follows ; —

20.  Orders  of  the  Day  for  the  Third  Read- 
ing of  Bills  shall  take  precedence  of  all  other 
Orders  for  the  same  day,  except  Orders  to 
which  The  House  has  previously  given  priority. 

21.  Bills  reported  from  Committees  of  the 
Whole  House,  with  amendment,  shall  be 
placed  on  the  Orders  of  the  Day  for  considera- 
tion by  The  House  next  after  Third  Readings. 

92.  Bills  reported  after  Second  Reading, 
from  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  shall 
be  placed  on  the  Orders  of  the  Day  following 
the  reception  of  the  Report,  for  reference  to 
a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  in  their 
proper  order,  next  after  Bills  reported  from 
Committees  of  the  Whole  House. 

23.  All  items  standing  on  the  Orders  of 
the  Day  shall  be  taken  up  according  to  the 
precedence  assigned  to  each  on  the  Order 
Book  ;  the  right  being  reserved  to  the  Admin- 
istration of  placing  Government  Orders  at  the 
Head  of  the  List,  in  the  rotation  in  which 

they 
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they  are  to  be  taken  on  the  days  on  ■which 
Government  Bills  have  precedence. 

134.  Items  not  taken  up  when  called  shall 
be  dropped.  Dropped  Orders  shall  be  set 
down,  in  the  Order  Book,  after  the  Orders  of 
the  Day  for  the  next  day  on  which  The  House 
shall  sit. 

25.  All  Orders  undisposed  of  at  the  ad- 
journment of  The  House  shall  be  postponed 
until  the  next  Sitting  day,  without  a  motion 
to  that  effect. 

96.  If  at  the  hour  of  Six,  p.m.,  on  a  ^Yed- 
uesday  or  Thursday,  or  at  the  time  of  the 
adjournment  of  The  House,  a  motion  on  the 
Notice  Paper  be  under  consideration,  that 
question  shall  stand  first  on  the  Order  of  the 
following  day,  next  after  Orders  to  which  a 
special  precedence  has  been  assigned  by  Rule 
or  Order  of  The  House. 

27.  A  Motion  for  Readincr  the  Orders  of 
the  Day  shall  have  preference  to  any  Motion 
before  the  House. 

Questions  put  by  3Ienibers. 

98.  Questions  may  be  put  to  Ministers  of 
the  Crown  relating  to  public  affairs ;  and  to 
other  Members,  relating  to  any  Bill,  Motion 
or  other  public  matter  connected  with  the 
Business  of  the  House,  in  which  such  Mem- 
bers may  be  concerned, — but  in  putting  any 
such  Question,  no  argument  or  opinion  is  to 
be  offered,  nor  any  facts  stated.  And  in 
answering  any  such  Question,  a  Member  is 

not 
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not  to  debate  the  matter  to  wliich  the  same 
refers. 

Motions  and  Questions. 

29.  A  Motion  to  Adjourn  shall  always  be 
in  order ;  but  no  second  Motion  to  the  same 
eflfect  gjiall  be  made  until  after  some  inter- 
mediate proceeding  shall  have  been  had. 

30.  Two  dajs'  Notice  shall  be  given  of  a 
Motion  for  leave  to  present  a  Bill,  Resolution, 
or  Address,  for  the  appointment  of  any  Com- 
mittee, or  for  the  putting  of  a  Question  :  but 
this  Rule  shall  not  apply  to  Bills  after  their 
introduction,  or  to  Private  Bills,  or  to  the 
times  of  Meeting  or  Adjournment  of  The 
House.  Such  Notice  to  be  laid  on  the  Table 
before  five  o'clock,  p.m.,  and  to  be  printed  in 
the  Votes  and  Proceedings  of  that  day. 

31.  A  Motion  may  be  made,  by  unanimous 
consent  of  The  House,  without  previous  no- 
tice. 

33.  All  Motions  shall  be  in  writing,  and 
seconded,  before  being  debated  or  put  from 
the  Chair.  When  a  Motion  is  seconded,  it 
shall  be  read  by  The  Speaker  before  debate. 

33.  A  Member  who  has  made  a  Motion 
may  withdraw  the  same  by  leave  of  The 
House,  such  leave  being  granted  without  any 
negative  voice. 

^  34.  The  Previous  Question,  until  it  is  de- 
cided, shall  preclude  all  amendment  of  the 
main  question,  and  shall  be  in  the  following 
words,  "  That  this  question  be  now  put."    If 

the 
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the  Previous  Question  be  resolved  in  the  affir- 
mative, the  Original  Question  is  to  be  put 
forthwith,  without  any  amendment  or  debate. 

35.  A  Motion  to  commit  a  Bill  or  Ques- 
tion, until  decided,  shall  preclude  all  amend- 
ment of  the  main  Question. 

36.  Whenever  The  Speaker  is  of  opinion 
that  a  Motion  offered  to  The  House  is  con- 
trary to  the  Rules  and  Privileges  of  Parlia- 
ment, he  shall  apprize  the  House  thereof 
immediately,  before  putting  the  Question 
thereon,  and  quote  the  Rule  or  authority 
applicable  to  the  case. 

Privilege. 

37.  Whenever  any  matter  of  Privilege 
arises,  it  shall  be  taken  into  consideration 
immediately. 

Jour7iaI. 

38.  A  copy  of  the  Journal  of  this  House, 
certified  by  the  Clerk,  shall  be  delivered 
each  day  to  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant 
Governor. 

Proceedings  on  Bills. 

39.  Every  Bill  shall  be  introduced  upon 
Motion  for  leave,  specifying  the  Title  of  the 
Bill,  or  upon  motion  to  appoint  a  Committee 
to  prepare  and  bring  it  in. 

40.  No  Bill  may  be  introduced  either  in 
blank  or  in  an  imperfect  shape. 

41 
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41.  No  Bill  relating  to  Trade,  or  the  alter- 
ation of  the  laws  concerning  Trade,  is  to  be 
brought  into  this  House,  until  the  proposition 
shall  have  been  first  considered  in  a  Committee 
of  the  Whole  House,  and  agreed  unto  by  The 
House. 

4S.  When  any  Bill  shall  be  presented  by 
a  Member,  in  pursuance  of  an  Order  of  The 
House,  the  Question,  "  That  this  Bill  be  now 
read  a  first  time,"  shall  be  decided  without 
amendment  or  debate. 

43.  Every  Bill  shall  receive  three  several 
readings,  on  different  days,  previously  to  being 
passed.  On  urgent  or  extraordinary  occa- 
sions, a  Bill  may  be  read  twice  or  thrice,  or 
advanced  two  or  more  stages  in  one  day. 

44.  When  a  Bill  is  read  in  The  House,  the 
Clerk  shall  certify  upon  it  the  Readings  and 
the  time  thereof.  After  it  has  passed,  he 
shall  certify  the  same,  with  the  date,  at  the 
foot  of  the  Bill. 

45.  Every  Public  Bill  shall  be  read  twice 
in  The  House  before  committal  or  amendment. 

46.  In  proceedings  in  Committee  of  the 
Whole  House  upon  Bills,  the  Preamble  shall 
be  first  postponed,  and  then  every  Clause 
considered  by  the  Committee  in  its  proper 
order:  the  Preamble  and  Title  to  be  last 
considered. 

47.  All  amendments  made  in  Committee 
shall  be  reported  by  the  Chairman  to  The 
House,  which  shall  receive  the  same  forthwith. 

After 
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After  Report,  the  Bill  shall  be  open  to  debate 
and  amendment,  before  it  is  ordered  for  a 
Third  Reading.  But  when  a  Bill  is  Reported 
without  amendment,  it  is  forthwith  ordered  to 
be  read  a  Third  time,  at  such  time  as  may  be 
appointed  by  The  House. 

48.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Law  Clerk 
of  this  House  to  revise  all  Public  Bills  after 
their  First  Reading,  and  to  certify  thereon 
that  the  same  are  correct;  and  in  every  sub- 
sequent stage  of  such  Bills  the  Law  Clerk 
shall  be  responsible  for  the  correctness  of  said 
Bills,  should  they  be  amended.  And  he  shall 
prepare  a  Breviat  of  every  Public  Bill,  pre- 
vious to  the  Second  Reading  thereof. 

Private  Bills. 

49.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  is 
received  by  The  House  after  the  first  three 
weeks  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any  Private 
Bill  be  presented  to  The  House  after  the  first 
four  weeks  of  each  Session;  nor  may  any 
Report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee 
upon  a  Private  liill  be  received  after  the  first 
six  weeks  of  each  Session.  And  no  Motion 
for  the  general  suspension  or  modification  of 
this  Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  The  House, 
unless  after  reference  made  thereof  at  a  pre- 
vious sitting  of  The  House,  to  the  several 
Standing  Committees  charged  with  consider- 
ation of  Private  Bills,  or  upon  Report  sub- 
mitted by  two  or  more  of  such  Committees. 

50.  The  Clerk  of  The  House  shall,  during 

each 
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each  Recess  of  Parliament,  publish  weekly  in 
the  Ontario  Gazette,  the  following  Rules  re- 
specting Notices  of  intended  applications  for 
Private  Bills  and  in  other  newspapers  the 
substance  thereof;  and  shall  also,  immediately 
after  the  issue  of  the  Proclamation  convening 
Parliament  for  the  despatch  of  business,  pub- 
lish in  the  Ontario  Gazette,  and  in  other 
newspapers,  as  aforesaid,  until  the  opening  of 
Parliament,  the  day  on  which  the  time  limited 
for  receiving  Petitions  for  Private  Bills  will 
expire,  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  Rule ;  and 
the  Clerk  shall  also  announce,  by  Notice 
aflBxed  in  the  committee  rooms  and  lobbies  of 
this  House,  by  the  first  day  of  every  Session, 
the  time  limited  for  receiving  Petitions  for 
Private  Bills,  and  Private  Bills,  and  Reports 
thereon. 

51.  All  applications  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  subject  of  Legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  Ontario  within  the 
purview  of  "  The  British  North  America 
Act,  1867,"  whether  for  the  erection  of  a 
Bridge,  the  making  of  a  Railroad,  Turnpike 
Road,  or  Telegraph  Line  ;  the  construction  or 
improvement  of  a  Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam 
or  Slide,  or  other  like  work  ;  the  granting  of  a 
right  of  Ferry  ;  the  incorporation  of  any  par- 
ticular Trade  or  Calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock 
Company  ;  or  otherwise  for  granting  to  any 
individual  or  individuals  any  exclusive  or 
peculiar  rights  or  privileges  whatever,  or  for 
doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its  opera- 
tion 
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tion  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of 
other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class 
of  the  community ;  or  for  making  any  Amend- 
ment of  a  like  nature  to  any  former  Act, — 
shall  require  a  Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  appli- 
cation, to  be  published  as  follows,  viz. : — 

A  Notice  inserted  in  the  Ontario  Gazette, 
and  in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  County, 
or  Union  of  Counties,  affected,  or  if  there  be 
no  paper  published  therein,  then  in  a  news- 
paper in  the  next  nearest  County  in  which 
a  newspaper  is  published. 

Such  Notice  shall  be  continued  in  each 
case  for  a  period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  dur- 
ing- the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 

•  •  •     T 

the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consider- 
ation of  the  Petition. 

52.  Before  any  Petition  praying  for  leave 
to  bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of 
a  Toll-bridge,  is  presented  to  the  House,  the 
person  or  persons  intending  to  petition  for 
such  Bill,  shall,  upon  giving  the  Notice  pre- 
scribed by  the  preceding  Rule,  also,  at  the 
same  tijne,  and  in  the  same  manner,  give 
Notice  of  the  Rates  which  they  intend  to  ask, 
the  extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the 
arches,  the  interval  between  the  abutments  or 
piers  for  the  passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and 
mentioning  also  whether  they  intend  to  erect 
a  drawbridge  or  not,  and  the  dimensions  of 
the  same. 

53 
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53.  Petitions  for  Private  Bills,  when  re- 
ceived by  The  House,  are  to  be  taken  into 
consideration  (without  special  reference)  by 
the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders  ;  which 
is  to  report  in  each  case,  whether  the  Rules 
with  regard  to  Notice  have  been  complied 
with ;  and  in  every  case  where  the  Notice 
shall  prove  to  have  been  insufficient,  either 
as  regards  the  Petition  as  a  whole,  or  any 
matter  therein  which  ought  to  have  been 
specially  referred  to  in  the  Notice,  the  Com- 
mittee is  to  recommend  to  The  House  the 
course  to  be  taken  in  consequence  of  such 
insufficiency  of  Notice. 

54L.  No  Motion  for  the  suspension  of  the 
Rules  upon  any  Petition  for  a  Private  Bill  is 
entertained,  unless  the  same  has  been  reported 
upon  by  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

55.  All  Private  Bills  are  introduced  on 
Petition,  and  presented  to  The  House  upon  a 
motion  for  leave,  and  after  such  Petition  has 
been  favourably  reported  on  by  the  Committee 
on  Standing  Orders. 

56.  When  any  Bill  for  confirming  any 
Letters  Patent  or  Agreement  is  presented  to 
The  House,  a  true  copy  of  such  Letters  Patent 
or  Agreement  must  be  attached  to  it. 

57.  The  expenses  and  costs  attending  on 
Private  Bills  giving  any  exclusive  privilege, 
or  for  any  object  of  profit,  or  private,  cor- 
porate, or  individual  advantage ;  or  for 
amending,  extending,  or  enlarging  any  former 

Acts 
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Acts,  in  such  manner  as  to  confer  additional 
powers,  ought  not  to  fall  on  the  public ;  ac- 
cordingly the  parties  seeking  to  obtain  any 
such  Bill,  shall  be  required  to  pay  the  Ac- 
countant of  The  House  the  sum  of  sixty 
dollars,  immediately  after  the  First  Reading 
thereof:  and  all  such  Bills  shall  be  prepared 
by  the  parties  applying  for  the  same,  and 
printed  by  the  Contractor  for  printing  the 
Bills  of  The  House,  and  350  copies  thereof 
shall  be  deposited  in  the  Private  Bill  Oflfice, 
and  distribution  thereof  made,  after  the  First 
Beading  ;  and  no  such  Bill  shall  be  reported 
until  a  certificate  from  the  Accountant  shall 
have  been  fyled  with  The  Clerk,  that  such  fee 
has  been  paid  to  him. 

58,  Every  Private  Bill,  when  read  a  First 
time  shall,  on  motion,  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Private  Bills,  if  any  such  shall  have 
been  appointed,  or  to  some  other  Standing 
Committee  of  the  same  character  ;  and  all 
Petitions  before  The  House  for  or  against  the 
Bill  are  considered  as  referred  to  such  Com- 
mittee. 

59.  No  Committee  on  any  Private  Bill, 
of  which  Notice  is  required  to  be  given,  is  to 
consider  the  same  until  after  eight  clear  days' 
Notice  of  the  Sittincr  of  such  Committee  has 
been  first  aflBxed  in  the  Lobby ;  such  Bill 
having  been  first  printed  and  distributed  to 
Members.  And  no  Motion  for  any  general 
suspension  or  modification  of  this  Rule,  shall 
be  entertained  by  The  House,  unless   after 

reference 
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reference  made  thereof  at  a  previous  sitting 
of  The  House,  to  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Private  Bills,  or  upon  Report  submitted  by 
such  Committee. 

2.  On  the  day  of  the  posting  of  any  Bill 
under  this  Rule,  the  Clerk  of  the  Private  Bill 
Office,  shall  append  to  the  printed  Votes  and 
Proceedings  of  the  day,  a  Notice  of  such 
posting;  and  also,  a  Notice  of  Meetings  of 
of  any  of  the  Standing  Committees  charged 
with  the  consideration  of  Private  Bills,  or 
Petitions  therefor,  that  may  have  been  ap- 
pointed for  the  following  day. 

60.  A  copy  of  the  Bill  containing  the 
Amendments  proposed  to  be  submitted  to  the 
Standing  Committee,  shall  be  deposited  in 
the  Private  Bill  Office,  one  clear  day  before 
the  meeting  of  the  Committee  thereupon. 

61.  All  persons  whose  interest  or  property 
may  be  affected  by  any  Private  Bill,  shall, 
when  lequired  so  to  do,  appear  before  the 
Standing  Committee  touching  their  consent, 
or  may  send  such  consent  in  writing,  proof  of 
which  may  be  demanded  by  such  Committee. 
And  in  every  case,  the  Committee  upon  any 
Bill  for  incorporating  a  Company,  may  re- 
quire proof  that  the  persons  whose  names  ap- 
pear in  the  Bill  as  composing  the  Company, 
are  of  full  age,  and  in  a  position  to  effect  the 
objects  contemplated,  and  have  consented  to 
become  incorporated. 

6S.  All  questions  before   Committees  on 

Private 
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Private  Bills  are  decided  by  a  majority  of 
voices,  including  the  voice  of  the  Chairman  ; 
and  whenever  the  voices  are  equal,  the  Chair- 
man has  a  second  or  casting  vote. 

63.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Select  Committee 
to  -which  any  Private  Bill  may  be  referred  by 
The  House,  to  call  the  attention  of  The  House 
specially  to  any  provision  inserted  in  such 
Bill  that  does  not  appear  to  have  been  con- 
templated in  the  Notice  for  the  same,  as  re- 
ported upon  by  the  Committee  on  Standing 
Orders. 

64.  The  Committee  to  which  a  Private 
Bill  may  have  been  referred,  shall  report  the 
same  to  The  House,  in  every  case  ;  and  when 
any  material  alteration  has  been  made  in  the 
Preamble  of  the  Bill,  such  alteration,  and  the 
reasons  for  the  same,  are  to  be  stated  in  the 
Report. 

65.  When  the  Committee  on  any  Private 

Bill  report  to  The  House  that  the  Preamble 
of  such  Bill  has  not  been  proved  to  their  sat- 
isfaction, they  must  also  state  the  grounds 
upon  which  they  have  arrived  at  such  a  de- 
cision ;  and  no  Bill  so  reported  upon  shall  be 
placed  upon  the  Orders  of  the  Day  unless  by 
special  order  of  The  House. 

2.  Private  Bills  otherwise  reported  to  The 
House  by  such  Committee,  shall  be  placed 
upon  the  Orders  of  the  Day  following  the  re- 
ception of  the  lleport,  for  a  second  reading, 

2  in 
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in  their  proper  order,  next  after  Bills  referred 
to  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House. 

66.  The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  shall 
sign  with  his  name  at  length,  a  printed  copy 
of  the  Bill,  on  which  the  Amendments  are 
fairly  written,  and  shall  also  sign  with  the 
initials  of  his  name,  the  several  Amendments 
made  and  Clauses  added  in  Committee ;  and 
another  copy  of  the  Bill  with  the  amend- 
ments Avritten  thereon,  shall  be  prepared  by 
the  Clerk  of  the  Committee,  and  fyled  in  the 
Private  Bill  Office,  or  attached  to  the  Report. 

6f .  No  important  Amendment  may  be 
l)roposed  to  any  Private  Bill,  in  a  Committee 
of  the  Whole  House,  or  at  the  Third  Reading 
of  the  Bill,  unless  tv/o  days'  notice  of  the 
same  shall  have  been  given. 

68.  Except  in  cases  of  urgent  and  pressing 
necessity,  no  Motion  may  be  made  to  dispense 
with  any  Standing  Order  relative  to  Private 
Bills,  without  due  notice  thereof. 

69.  A  Book,  to  be  called  the  "  Private 
Bill  Register,"  shall  be  kept  in  the  "Private 
Bill  Office,"  in  which  Book  shall  be  entered, 
by  the  Clerk  appointed  for  the  business  of 
that  Office,  the  name,  description,  and  place 
of  residence  of  the  parties  applying  for  the 
Bill,  or  of  their  agent,  and  all  the  proceedings 
thereon,  from  the  Petition  to  the  passing  of 
the  Bill ;  such  entry  to  specify  briefly  each 
proceeding  in  The  House,  or  in  any  Committee 

to 
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to  which  the  Bill  or  Petition  may  be  referred, 
and  the  day  on  which  the  Committee  is  ap- 
pointed to  sit.  Such  book  to  be  open  to  public 
inspection  daily,  during  Office  hours. 

70.  The  Clerk  of  the  Private  Bill  Office 
shall  prepare,  daily,  lists  of  all  Private  Bills, 
and  Petitions  for  such  Bills,  upon  which 
any  Committee  is  appointed  to  sit,  specifying 
the  time  of  meeting  and  the  room  where  the 
Committee  shall  sit ;  and  the  same  shall  be 
hung  up  in  the  Lobby. 

71.  Every  Parliamentary  Agent  conduct- 
ing proceedings  before  The  House,  shall  be 
personally  responsible  to  The  House  and  to 
The  Speaker,  for  the  observance  of  the  Eules, 
Orders,  and  practice  of  Parliament,  and  Bules 
prescribed  by  The  Speaker,  and  also  for  the 
payment  of  all  fees  and  charges  ;  and  he  shall 
not  act  as  Parliamentary  Agent  until  he  shall 
have  received  the  express  sanction  and  au- 
thority of  The  Speaker,  who  may  revoke  the 
same  at  pleasure. 

73.  Any  Agent  who  shall  wilfully  act  in 
violation  of  the  Rules  nnd  practice  of  Parlia- 
ment, or  any  Rules  to  be  prescribed  by  The 
Speaker,  or  who  shall  wilfully  misconduct 
himself  in  prosecuting  any  proceedings  before 
The  House,  shall  be  liable  to  an  absolute  or 
temporary'  prohibition  to  practise  as  a  Parlia- 
mentary Agent,  at  the  pleasure  of  The 
Speaker. 

Committees 
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Committees. 

73.  The  Clerk  of  the  House  shall  cause  to 
be  aflfixed,  in  some  conspicuous  part  of  the 
House,  a  list  of  the  several  Standing  and  Se- 
lect Committees  appointed  during  the  Session. 

74.  In  forming  a  Committee  of  the  Whole 
House,  The  Speaker,  beforejeaving  the  Chair, 
shall  appoint  a  Chairman  to  preside,  who 
shall  maintain  Order  in  the  Committee ;  and 
the  Rules  of  the  House  shall  be  observed  in 
Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  so  far  as  may 
be  applicable,  except  the  Rule  limiting  the 
number  of  times  of  speaking. 

75.  Questions  of  Order  arising  in  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole  House  shall  be  decided 
by  the  Chairman,  subject  to  an  Appeal  to 
The  House;  but  disorder  in  a  Committee  can 
only  be  censured  by  The  House,  on  receiving 
a  report  thereof. 

76.  A  motion  that  the  Chairman  leave  the 
Chair  shall  always  be  in  Order,  and  shall  take 
precedence  of  any  other  Motion. 

77.  No  Select  Committee  may,  without 
leave  of  The  House,  consist  of  more  than  Fif- 
teen Members,  and  the  Mover  may^submit  the 
names  to  form  the  Committee,  unless  objected 
to  by  Five  Members  ;  if  objected  to,  The 
House  may  name  the  Committee  in  the  fol- 
lowing manner  : — each  Member  to  name  one, 
and  those  who  have  most  voices,  with  the 
mover,  shall  form  the  same ;  but  it  shall  be 

always 
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al"V7ays  understood  tliat  no  Member  Avho  de- 
clares or  decides  against  the  principle  or  sub- 
stance of  a  Bill,  Resolution,  or  matter  to  be 
committed,  can  be  nominated  of  such  Com- 
mittee. 

78.  Of  the  number  of  Members  appointed 
to  compose  a  Committee,  a  majority  of  the 
same  shall  be  a  Quorum,  unless  The  House 
has  otherwise  ordered. 

79.  Reports  from  Standing  and  Select 
Committees  may  be  made  by  Members  stand- 
ing in  their  places,  and  without  proceeding  to 
the  Bar  of  the  House. 

Wit7iesses. 

SO.  The  Clerk  of  The  House  is  authorized 
to  pay  out  of  the  Contingent  Fund  to  "Wit- 
nesses summoned  to  attend  before  any  Select 
Committee  of  The  House,  except  in  the 
case  of  Private  Bills,  a  reasonable  sum 
per  diem,  to  be  determined  by  The  Speaker, 
during  their  attendance,  and  a  reasonable 
allowance  for  travelling  expenses,  upon  any 
certificate  or  order  of  the  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  before  which  such  witnesses  have 
been  summoned;  but  no  witness  shall  be  so 
paid,  unless  a  certificate  shall  first  have  been 
fyled  with  the  Chairman  of  such  Committee, 
by  some  member  thereof,  stating  that  t  eevi- 
dence  to  be  obtained  from  such  witness  is,  in 
his  opinion,  material  and  important ;  and  no 
such  payment  shall  be  made  in  any  case,  with- 
out 
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out  the  authority  of  the  Speaker,  which  shall 
be  signified  by  the  endorsement  of  the  Speaker 
upon  the  aforesaid  certificate  ;  and  •when  any 
■witness  shall  h-^ve  been  in  attendance  during 
three  days,  if  his  presence  is  still  further 
required,  recourse  shall  again  be  had  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee,  and  so  on,  every 
three  days  ;  and  no  witness  residing  at  the 
Seat  of  Government  shall  be  paid  for  his 
attendance. 

Divisions. 

81,  When  Members  have  been  called  in, 
preparatory  to  a  Division,  no  further  debate 
is  to  be  permitted. 

8S.  Upon  a  Division,  the  Yeas  and  Nays 
shall  not  be  entered  upon  the  Minutes,  unless 
demanded  by  li'ive  Members,  and  on  questions 
of  the  adjournment  of  The  House  or  of  the 
debate,  the  numbers  only  shall  be  entered. 

Petitions. 

83.  Petitions  to  The  House  shall  be  pre- 
sented by  a  Member,  in  his  place,  who  shall 
be  answerable  that  they  do  not  contain  imper- 
tinent or  improper  matter. 

84,  Every  Member  offering  to  present  a 
Petition  to  The  House,  shall  endorse  his  name 
thereupon,  and  conline  himself  to  a  statement 
of  the  parties  from  whom  il  comes,  the  num- 
ber of  signatures  attached  to  it,  and  the  ma- 
terial allegations  il  contains.     Petitions  may 

be 
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"be  either  written  or  printed  ;  provided  ahvays 
that  the  signatures  of  at  least  three  Petitioners 
are  subscribed  on  the  sheet  containing  the 
prayer  of  the  Petition,  except  in  the  case  of 
a  single  Petitioner  or  Corporation. 

85.  Every  Petition  not  containing  matter 
in  breach  of  the  Privileges  of  this  House,  and 
which  according  to  the  Rules  or  practice  of 
this  House  can  be  received,  is  brought  to  the 
Table  by  direction  of  The  Speaker,  who 
cannot  allow  any  debate,  or  any  Member  to 
speak  upon,  or  in  relation  to,  such  Petition  ; 
but  it  may  be  read  by  the  Clerk  at  the  Table, 
if  required ;  or  if  it  complain  of  some  present 
personal  grievance,  requiring  an  immediate 
remedy,  the  matter  contained  therein  may  be 
brou2;ht  into  immediate  discussion. 

Aid  and  Supply. 

[By  the  54th  Section  of  the  Imperial  Act, 
30  Vic,  c.  3,  "  The  British  North  America 
Act,  1867,"  it  is  provided  that  The  House 
shall  not  adopt  or  pass  any  Vote,  Resolution, 
Address  or  Bill  for  the  Appropriation  of  any 
part  of  the  Public  Ftcvenue,  or  of  any  Tax  or 
Impost,  to  any  purpose  that  hns  not  been 
first  recommended  by  a  Message  of  the  Lieu- 
tenant Governor  in  the  Session  in  which  such 
Vote,  Resolution,  Address  or  Bill  is  pro- 
posed.] 

86.  If  any  Motion  be  made  in  the  House 
for  any  public  Aid  o'-  Charge  upon  the  people, 

the 
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the  consideration  and  debate  thereof  may  not 
be  presently  entered  upon,  but  shall  be  ad- 
journed till  such  further  day  as  The  House 
shall  think  fit  to  appoint ;  and  then  it  shall 
be  referred  to  a  Committee  of  the  Whole 
House,  before  any  Resolution  or  Vote  of  The 
House  do  pass  thereupon. 

Printing. 

87.  On  motion  for  Printing  any  Paper 
being  offered,  the  same  shall  be  first  submitted 
to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Printing,  for 
Report,  before  the  question  is  put  thereon. 


VI.  Officers  and  Servants  of  the  House. 

S§.  The  hours  of  attendance  of  the  respec- 
tive Olficers  of  this  House,  and  the  Extra 
Clerks  employed  during  the  Session,  shall  be 
fixed  from  time  to  time  by  Mr.  Speaker. 

89.  Before  filling  any  vacancy  in  the 
service  of  The  House  by  the  Speaker,  enquiry 
shall  be  made  touching  the  necessity  for  the 
continuance  of  such  Office  ;  and  the  amount 
of  Salary  to  be  attached  to  the  same  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  Speaker,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  The  House. 

90.  No  Clerk  or  Messenger  shall  be  em- 
ployed, nor  any  new  appointment  made,  until 
the  person  in  charge  of  the  Office  or  Depart- 
ment 
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ment  where  such  assistance  is  required  shall 
have  made  a  requisition  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  setting  forth  the  necessity  for  such 
appointment,  nor  until  the  Clerk  shall  have 
delivered  such  requisition  to  the  Speaker, 
endorsed  with  his  recommendation  and  ap- 
proval. 

91.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  the  Per- 
manent Officers  of  this  House  to  complete  and 
finish  the  work  remaining  at  the  close  of  the 
Session. 

92.  The  Clerk  of  The  House  shall  be 
responsible  for  the  safe  keeping  of  all  the 
Papers  and  Records  of  The  House,  and  shall 
have  the  direction  and  control  over  all  the 
Officers  and  Clerks  employed  in  the  offices, 
subject  to  such  orders  as  he  may  from  time 
to  time  receive  from  Mr.  Speaker,  or  The 
House. 

93.  The  Clerk  of  The  House  shall  place 
on  The  Speaker's  table,  every  morning,  pre- 
vious to  the  Meeting  of  The  House,  the  Order 
of  the  Proceedings  for  the  day. 

94.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk 
to  make  and  cause  to  be  printed,  and  de- 
livered to  each  Member,  at  the  commence- 
ment of  every  Session  of  Parliament,  a  List 
of  the  Reports  or  other  periodical  State- 
ments which  it  is  the  duty  of  any  Officer  or 
Department  of  the  Government,  or  any  Cor- 
porate Body,  to  make  to  the  House,  referring 

to 
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to  the  Act  or  Resolution,  and  page  of  the 
volume  of  the  Laws  or  Journals  -wherein  the 
same  may  be  ordered  ;  and  placing  under  the 
name  of  each  Officer  or  Corporation  a  List  of 
Reports  or  Returns  required  of  him  or  it  to 
be  made,  and  the  time  when  the  Report  or 
periodical  Statement  may  be  expected. 

95.  The  Sergeant-at-Arms  attending  this 
House  shall  be  responsible  for  the  safe  keep- 
ing of  the  Mace,  Furniture,  and  fittings 
thereof,  and  for  the  conduct  of  the  Messen- 
gers and  inferior  Servants  of  the  House. 

06,  No  Stranger  who  shall  have  been 
committed  by  Order  of  the  House,  to  the  cus- 
tody of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  shall  be  re- 
leased from  such  custody  until  he  has  paid  a 
Fee  of  Four  Dollars  to  the  Scrgeant-at-x\rms. 

97.  No  allowance  shall  in  future  be  made 
to  any  person  in  the  employ  of  this  House 
who  may  not  reside  at  the  Seat  of  Govern- 
ment, for  travelling  CApenses  in  coming  to 
attend  his  duties. 


VII.  Library. 

98.  A  proper  Catalogue  of  the  Books  be- 
longing to  the  Library  shall  be  kept  by  the 
Librarian  or  person  in  whom  the  custody  and 
responsibility  thereof  shall  be  vested ;  and 
who  shall  be  required  to  report  io  The  House, 

through 
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through  Mr.  Speaker,  at  the  opening  of  each 
Session,  the  actual  state  of  the  Library. 

99.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  resort 
to  the  Library  during  a  Session  of  Parliament, 
except  the  Lieutenant  Governor  of  this  Pro- 
vince, the  Members  of  the  Executive  Council 
and  Legislative  Assembly,  and  the  Officers  of 
The  House,  and  such  other  persons  as  may 
receive  a  written  order  of  admission  from  The 
Speaker  of  The  House.  Members  may  per- 
sonally introduce  Strangers  to  the  Library 
during  the  daytime,  but  not  after  the  hour  of 
seven  o'clock,  p.m. 

100.  During  a  Session  of  Parliament,  no 
Books  belonging  to  the  Library  shall  be  taken 
out  of  the  Building,  except  by  the  authority 
of  The  Speaker,  or  upon  receipts  given 
bv  a  Mem' er  of  The  House. 

101.  During  the  Recess  of  Parliament,  the 
Library  and  Reading  Room  shall  be  closed. 


Unprovided  Cases. 

103.  In  all  unprovided  Cases,  the  Rules, 
Usages  and  Forms  of  the  House  of  Commons 
of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland,  shall  be  followed. 
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Sessional  Orders. 

Resolved,  That  if  anything  shall  come  in 
question  touching  the  Return  or  Election  of 
any  Member,  he  is  to  withdraw  during  the 
time  the  matter  is  in  debate ;  and  all  Mem- 
bers returned  upon  double  Returns  are  to 
withdraw  until  their  returns  are  determined. 

Resolved,  That  if  it  shall  appear  that  any 
person  hath  been  elected  or  returned  a  Mem- 
ber of  this  House,  or  endeavored  so  to  be,  by 
bribery,  or  any  other  corrupt  practices,  this 
House  will  proceed  with  the  utmost  severity 
against  all  such  persons  as  shall  have  been 
wilfully  concerned  in  such  bribery  or  other 
corrupt  practices. 

Resolved,  That  the  offer  of  any  money  or 
other  advantage  to  any  Member  of  this  House, 
for  the  promoting  of  any  matter  whatsoever 
depending  or  to  be  transacted  in  Parliament, 
is  a  high  crime  and  misdemeanor,  and  tends 
to  the  subversion  of  the  Constitution.

1.  A  iiotice  of  the  intention  to  make 
application  shall  l)e  published  in  the  Onta- 
rio Gazette,  and  in  one  Newspajier  pub- 
lished in  each  County  or  L'nion  of  Counties 
to  be  atieeted  by  the  proposed  undertaking ; 
or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  in  the  next 
nearest  County  to  the  same  res])ectively  in 
which  a  newspaper  is  pul>lished  ;  the  pub- 
lication of  such  notices  in  each  case  to  be 
continued  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  six 
weeks,  during  the  interval  of  time  between 
the  close  of  the  then  next  preceding  Session 
and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition. 

!2.  Such  notice  so  to  l)e  |>ublished  as 
aforesaid,  shall  clearly  and  sufficiently 
express  tlie  objects  of  the  proposed  applica- 
tion, and  shall  indicate  generally  the 
location  of  the  proposed  work. 

3.  Before  any  petition  praying  for  leave 
to  bring  in  a  Bill  for  any  of  tlie  purposes 
above  named  is  received  by  the  House,  the

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person  or  persons  petit ioning  for  sucli  Bill 
shall  deposit  Avith  the  Clerk  of  the  Private 
Bill  Office  the  following  documents : 

1.  A  map  or  plan  upon  a  scale  of  not 
less  than  half  an  inch  to  the  mile,  shewing 
the  location  upon  which  it  is  intended  to 
construct  the  proposed  Avork,  and  shevring 
also  all  lines  of  existing  or  authorized  works 
of  a  similar  character  within  or  in  anyway 
affecting  the  District  or  any  part  thereof 
which  the  proposed  work  is  intended  to 
serve.  Sucli  map  or  plan  to  bo  signed  by 
the  Engineer  or  other  party  making  the 
same. 

2.  A  Book  of  Reference,  in  Avhich  shall 
be  clearly  set  out  the  following  information, 
in  separate  schedules,  namely : 

Schedule  A. — Tlie  name  of  each  Munici- 
pality within  which  the  proposed  works 
or  any  part  thereof  are  intended  to  be 
constructed  : — the  population  of  each 
such  n:iunicality,  as  returned  by  the  next

An  Act  for  the  Union  of  Canada,  Nova 
Scotia,  and  New  Brunswick,  and  tlie 
Government  thereof;  and  for  Purposes 
connected  therewith. 

[29th  March,  1867.] 

TT7HEREAS  the  Provinces  of  Canada, 
VV  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick  have 
expressed  their  Desire  to  be  federally  united 
into  One  Dominion  under  the  Crown  of  the 
United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ire- 
land, with  a  Constitution  similar  in  Principle 
to  that  of  the  United  Kingdom  : 

And  whereas  such  a  Union  would  conduce 
to  the  Welfare  of  the  Provinces  and  promote 
the  Interests  of  the  British  Empire: 

And  whereas  on  the  Establishment  of  the 
Union  by  Authority  of  Parliament  it  is  ex- 
pedient, not  only  that  the  Constitution  of  the 
Legislative  Authority  in  the  Dominion  be 
provided  for,  but  also  that  the  Nature  of 
the  Executive  Government  therein  be  de- 
clared : 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  that  Provision 
be  made  for  the  eventual  Admission  into  the 
Union  of  other  Parts  of  British  North  Amer- 
ica : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  and  declared  by  the 

Queen's 
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Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with 
the  Advice  and  Consent  of  the  Lords  Spiri- 
tual and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this 
present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the 
Authority  of  the  same,  as  follows  : 

I. — Preliminary. 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  British 
North  America  Act,  1867. 

2.  The  Provisions  of  this  Act  referring  to 
Her  Majesty  the  Queen  extend  also  to  the 
Heirs  and  Successors  of  Her  Majesty,  Kings 
and  Queens  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland. 

II. — Union. 

3.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Queen,  by  and 
with  the  Advice  of  Her  Majesty's  Most  Hon- 
orable Privy  Council,  to  declare  by  Proclama- 
tion that,  on  and  after  a  Day  therein  ap- 
pointed, not  being  more  than  Six  Months 
after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  the  Provinces 
of  Canada,  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick 
shall  form  and  be  One  Dominion  under  the 
name  of  Canada;  and  on  and  after  that  Day 
those  Three  Provinces  shall  form  and  be  One 
Dominion  under  that  Name  accordingly. 

4.  The  subsequent  Provisions  of  this  Act 
shall,  unless  it  is  otherwise  expressed  or  im- 
plied, commence  and  have  effect  on  and  after 
the  Union,  that  is  to  say,  on  and  after  the 
Day  appointed  for  the  Union  taking  effect  in 

the 
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the  Queen's  Proclamation  ;  and  in  the  same 
Provisions,  unless  it  is  otherwise  expressed 
or  implied,  the  Name  Canada  shall  be  taken 
to  mean  Canada  as  constituted  under  this 
Act. 

5.  Canada  shall  be  divided  into  Four  Pro- 
vinces, named  Ontario,  Quebec,  Nova  Scotia, 
and  New  Brunswick. 

6.  The  Parts  of  the  Province  of  Canada 
(as  it  exists  at  the  passing  of  this  Act)  which 
formerly  constituted  respectively  the  Pro- 
vinces of  Upper  Canada  and  Lower  Canada 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  severed,  and  shall  form 
Two  separate  Provinces.  The  Part  which 
formerly  constituted  the  Province  of  Upper 
Canada  shall  constitute  the  Province  of  On- 
tario ;  and  the  Part  which  formerly  consti- 
tuted the  Province  of  Lower  Canada  shall 
constitute  the  Province  of  Quebec. 

7.  The  Provinces  of  Nova  Scotia  and  New 
Brunswick  shall  have  the  same  Limits  as  at 
the  passing  of  this  Act. 

8.  In  the  general  Census  of  the  Population 
of  Canada  which  is  hereby  required  to  be 
taken  in  the  Year  One  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  seventy-one,  and  in  every  Tenth 
Year  thereafter,  the  respective  Populations  of ' 
the  Four  Provinces  shall  be  distinguished. 

III. — Executive  Power. 

9.  The  Executive  Government  and  Author- 

ity 
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ity  of  and  over  Canada  is  hereby  declared 
to  continue  and  be  vested  in  the  Queen. 

10.  Tbe  Provisions  of  this  Act  referring 
to  the  Governor  General  extend  and  apply  to 
the  Governor  General  for  the  Time  being  of 
Canada,  or  other  the  Chief  Executive  Officer 
or  Administrator  for  the  Time  being  carrying 
on  the  Government  of  Canada  on  behalf  and 
in  the  Name  of  the  Queen,  by  whatever  Title 
he  is  designated. 

11.  There  shall  be  a  Council  to  aid  and 
advise  in  the  Government  of  Canada,  to  be 
styled  the  Queen's  Privy  Council  for  Canada  ; 
and  the  Persons  who  are  to  be  Members  of 
that  Council  shall  be  from  Time  to  Time 
chosen  and  summoned  by  the  Governor  Gen- 
eral and  sworn  in  as  Privy  Councillors,  and 
Members  thereof  may  be  from  Time  to  Time 
removed  by  the  Governor  General. 

12.  All  Powers,  Authorities,  and  Functions 
which  under  any  Act  of  the  Parliam:nt  of 
Great  Britain,  or  of  the  Parliament  of  the 
United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ire- 
land, or  of  the  Legislature  of  Upper  Canada, 
Lower  Canada,  Canada,  Nova  Scotia  or  New 
Brunswick,  are  at  the  Union  vested  in  or  ex- 
erciseable  by  the  respective  Governors  or 
Lieutenant  Governors  of  those  Provinces, 
with  the  Advice,  or  with  the  Advice  and  Con- 
sent, of  the  respective  Executive  Councils 
thereof,  or  in  conjunction  with  those  Councils, 

or 
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or  with  any  Number  of  Members  thereof,  or 
by  those  Governors  or  Lieutenant  Governors 
individually,  shall,  as  far  as  the  same  con- 
tinue in  existence  and  capable  of  being  exer- 
cised after  the  Union  in  relation  to  the  Gov- 
ernment of  Canada,  be  vested  in  and  exer- 
ciseable  by  the  Governor  General,  with  the 
Advice  or  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  or 
in  conjunction  with  the  Queen's  Privy  Council 
for  Canada,  or  any  Members  thereof,  or  by 
the  Governor  General  individually,  as  the 
Case  requires,  subject  nevertheless  (except 
Avith  respect  to  such  as  exist  under  Acts  of 
the  Parliament  of  Great  Britain  or  of  the 
Parliament  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland)  to  be  abolished  or  altered 
by  the  Parliament  of  Canada. 

13.  The  Provisions  of  this  Act  referring 
to  the  Governor  General  in  Council  shall  be 
construed  as  referring  to  the  Governor  Gene- 
ral acting  by  and  with  the  Advice  of  the 
Queen's  Privy  Council  for  Canada. 

14.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Queen,  if 
Her  Majesty  thinks  fit,  to  authorize  the  Gov- 
ernor General  from  Time  to  Time  to  appoint 
any  Person  or  any  Persons  jointly  or  seve- 
rally to  be  his  Deputy  or  Deputies  within  any 
Part  or  Parts  of  Canada,  and  in  that  Capa- 
city to  exercise  during  the  Pleasure  of  the 
Governor  General  such  of  the  Powers,  Au- 
thorities, and  Functions  of  the  Governor  Gen- 
eral as  the  Governor  General  deems  it  neces- 
sary 
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sary  or  expedient  to  assign  to  him  or  them, 
subject  to  any  Limitations  or  Directions  ex- 
pressed or  given  by  the  Queen ;  but  the  Ap- 
pointment of  such  a  Deputy  or  Deputies,  shall 
not  affect  the  Exercise  by  the  Governor  Gen- 
eral himself  of  any  Power,  Authority,  or 
Function. 

15.  The  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Land 
and  Naval  Militia,  and  of  all  Naval  and  Mili- 
tary Forces,  of  and  in  Canada,  is  hereby  de- 
clared to  continue  and  be  vested  in  the  Queen. 

16.  Until  the  Queen  otherwise  directs  the 
Seat  of  Government  of  Canada  shall  be  Ot- 
tawa. 

IV. — Legislative  Powek. 

17.  There  shall  be  One  Parliament  for 
Canada,  consisting  of  the  Queen,  an  Upper 
House  styled  the  Senate,  and  the  House  of 
Commons. 

18.  The  Privileges,  Immunities,  and  Powers 
to  be  held,  enjoyed,  and  exercised  by  the 
Senate  and  by  the  House  of  Commons  and 
by  the  Members  thereof  respectively  shall  be 
such  as  are  from  Time  to  Time  defined  by 
Act  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  but  so  that 
the  same  shall  never  exceed  those  at  the  pass- 
ing of  this  Act  held,  enjoyed,  and  exercised 
by  the  Commons  House  of  Parliament  of  the 
United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland 
and  by  the  Members  thereof. 

19 
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19.  The  Parliament  of  Canada  shall  be 
called  together  not  later  than  Six  Months 
after  the  Union. 

20.  There  shall  be  a  Session  of  the  Parlia- 
ment of  Canada  once  at  least  in  every  Year, 
so  that  Twelve  Months  shall  not  intervene 
between  the  last  Sitting  of  the  Parliament  in 
one  Session  and  its  first  Sitting  in  the  next 
Session. 

The  Senate. 

91.  The  Senate  shall,  subject  to  the  Pro- 
visions of  this  Act,  consist  of  Seventy-two 
Members,  who  shall  be  styled  Senators. 

2.2.  In  relation  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
Senate,  Canada  shall  be  deemed  to  consist  of 
Three  Divisions — 

1.  Ontario ; 

2.  Quebec ; 

3.  The  Maritime  Provinces,  Nova  Scotia 
and  New  Brunswick  ;  which  Three  Divisions 
shall  (subject  to  the  Provisions  of  this  Act) 
be  equally  represented  in  the  Senate  as  fol- 
lows :  Ontario  by  Twenty- four  Senators ; 
Quebec  by  Twenty-four  Senators ;  and  the 
Maritime  Provinces  by  Twenty-four  Senators, 
Twelve  thereof  representing  Nova  Scotia, 
and  Twelve  thereof  representing  New  Bruns- 
•wick. 

In  the  Case  of  Quebec  each  of  the  Twenty- 
four  Senators  representing  that  Province  shall 
be  appointed  for  One  of  the  Twenty-four  Elec- 
toral 
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toral  Divisions  of  Lower  Canada  specified  in 
Schedule  A.  to  Chapter  One  of  the  Consoli- 
dated Statutes  of  Canada. 

S3,  The  Qualifications  of  a  Senator  shall 
be  as  follows : — 

(1.)  He  shall  be  of  the  full  Age  of  Thirty 
Years : 

(2.)  He  shall  be  either  a  Natural-born  Sub- 
ject of  the  Queen,  or  a  Subject  of  the 
Queen  naturalized  by  an  Act  of  the 
Parliament  of  Great  Britain,  or  of  the 
Parliament  of  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  or  of  the 
Legislature  of  One  of  the  Provinces 
of  Upper  Canada,  Lower  Canada, 
Canada,  Nova  Scotia,  or  New  Bruns- 
wick, before  the  Union,  or  of  the  Par- 
liament of  Canada  after  the  Union  : 

(3.)  He  shall  be  legally  or  equitably  seized 
as  of  Freehold  for  his  own  Use  and 
Benefit  of  Lands  or  Tenements  held 
in  free  and  common  Socage,  or  seized 
or  possessed  for  his  own  Use  and 
Benefit  of  Lands  or  Tenements  held  in 
Franc-alleu  or  in  Roture,  within  the 
Province  for  which  he  is  appointed,  of 
the  value  of  Four  thousand  Dollars, 
over  and  above  all  Rents,  Dues,  Debts, 
Charges,  Mortgages,  and  Incum- 
brances due  or  payable  out  of  or 
charged  on  or  affecting  the  same ; 

(4.) 
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(4.)  His  Real  and  Personal  Property  shall 
be  together  worth  Four  thousand  Dol- 
lars over  and  above  his  Debts  and 
Liabilities : 

(5.)  He  shall  be  resident  in  the  Province 
for  which  he  is  appointed  : 

(6.)  In  the  Case  of  Quebec  he  shall  have 
his  Heal  Property  Qualification  in  the 
Electoral  Division  for  which  he  is  ap- 
pointed, or  shall  be  resident  in  that 
Division. 

94.  The  Governor  General  shall  from 
Time  to  Time,  in  the  Queen's  Name,  by  In- 
strument under  the  Great  Seal  of  Canada, 
summon  qualified  Persons  to  the  Senate  ;  and, 
subject  to  the  Provisions  of  this  Act,  every 
Person  so  summoned  shall  become  and  be  a 
Member  of  the  Senate  and  a  Senator. 

.  25.  Such  Persons  shall  be  first  summoned 
to  the  Senate  as  the  Queen  by  Warrant  under 
Her  Majesty's  Royal  Sign  Manual  thinks 
fit  to  approve,  and  their  Names  shall  be 
inserted  in  the  Queen's  Proclamation  of 
Union. 

26.  If  at  any  Time  on  the  Recommenda- 
tion of  the  Governor  General  the  Queen 
thinks  fit  to  direct  that  Three  or  Six  Mem- 
bers be  added  to  the  Senate,  the  Governor 
General  may  by  Summons  to  Three  or  Six 
qualified  Persons  (as  the  Case  may  be),  repre- 
senting equally  the  Three  Divisions  of  Cana- 
da, add  to  the  Senate  accordingly.

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S7.  In  case  of  such  Addition  being  at  any 
Time  made  the  Governor  General  shall  not 
summon  any  Person  to  the  Senate,  except  on 
a  further  like  Direction  by  the  Queen  on  the 
like  Recommendation,  until  each  of  the  Three 
Divisions  of  Canada  is  represented  by  Twenty- 
four  Senators  and  no  more. 

28.  The  Number  of  Senators  shall  not  at 
any  Time  exceed  Seventy-eight. 

S9.  A  Senator  shall,  subject  to  the  Pro- 
visions of  this  Act,  hold  his  Place  in  the 
Senate  for  Life. 

30.  A  Senator  may,  by  writing  under  his 
hand,  addressed  to  the  Governor  General, 
resign  his  Place  in  the  Senate,  and  thereupon 
the  same  shall  be  vacant. 

31.  The  Place  of  a  Senator  shall  become 
vacant  in  any  of  the  following  cases  : — 

(1.)  If  for  Two  consecutive  Sessions  of  the 
Parliament  he  fails  to  give  his  Attend- 
ance in  the  Senate : 

(2.)  If  he  takes  an  Oath  or  makes  a  Decla- 
ration or  Acknowledgment  of  Allegi- 
ance, Obedience  or  Adherence  to  a 
Foreign  Power,  or  does  an  Act  where- 
by he  becomes  a  Subject  or  Citizen, 
or  entitled  to  the  Rights  or  Privileges 
of  a  Subject  or  Citizen  of  a  Foreign 
Power : 

(3.)  If  he  is  adjudged  Bankrupt  or  Insol- 
vent 
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vent,  or  applies  for  the  benefit  of  any 
Law  relating  to  Insolvent  Debtors,  or 
becomes  a  public  Defaulter  ; 

(4.)  If  he  is  attainted  of  Treason,  or  con- 
victed of  Felony  or  of  any  infamous 
Crime  : 

(5.)  If  he  ceases  to  be  qualified  in  respect 
of  Property  or  of  Residence  ;  provided 
that  a  Senator  shall  not  be  deemed  to 
have  ceased  to  be  qualified  in  respect 
of  Residence  by  reason  only  of  his 
residing  at  the  Seat  of  the  Government 
of  Canada  while  holding  an  Office 
under  that  Government  requiring  his 
Presence  there. 

82.  When  a  Vacancy  happens  in  the  Sen- 
ate, by  Resignation,  Death  or  otherwise,  the 
Governor  General  shall,  by  Summons  to  a 
fit  and  qualified  Person,  fill  the  Vacancy. 

33.  If  any  Question  arises  respecting  the 
Qualification  of  a  Senator  or  a  Vacancy  in 
the  Senate  the  same  shall  be  heard  and  de- 
termined by  the  Senate. 

34.  The  Governor  General  may  from  Time 
to  Time,  by  Instrument  under  the  Great  Seal 
of  Canada,  appoint  a  Senator  to  be  Speaker 
of  the  Senate,  and  may  remove  him  and  ap- 
point another  in  his  Stead. 

35.  Until  the  Parliament  of  Canada  other- 
wise provides,  the  Presence  of  at  least  Fifteen 
Senators,   including   the    Speaker,   shall   be 

necessary 
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necessary  to  constitute  a  Meeting  of  the  Senate 
for  the  Exercise  of  its  Powers. 

36.  Questions  arising  in  the  Senate  shall 
be  decided  by  a  majority  of  Voices,  and  the 
Speaker  shall  in  all  Cases  have  a  Vote,  and 
when  the  Voices  are  equal  the  Decision  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  in  the  Negative. 

The  House  of  Commons. 

37.  The  House  of  Commons  shall,  subject 
to  the  Provisions  of  this  Act,  consist  of  One 
hundred  and  eighty-one  Members,  of  whom 
Eighty-two  shall  be  elected  for  Ontario,  Sixty- 
five  for  Quebec,  Nineteen  for  Nova  Scotia, 
and  Fifteen  for  New  Brunswick. 

38.  The  Governor  General  shall  from  Time 
to  Time,  in  the  Queen's  Name,  by  Instrument 
under  the  Great  Seal  of  Canada,  summon  and 
call  too-ether  the  House  of  Commons. 
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39.  A  Senator  shall  not  be  capable  of 
being  elected  or  of  sitting  or  voting  as  a  Mem- 
ber of  the  House  of  Commons. 

40.  Until  the  Parliament  of  Canada  other- 
wise provides,  Ontario,  Quebec,  Nova  Scotia, 
and  New  Brunswick  shall,  for  the  Purposes 
of  the  Election  Members  to  serve  in  the  House 
of  Commons,  be  divided  into  Electoral  Districts 
-as  follows : — 
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1.— ONTARIO. 

Ontario  shall  be  divided  into  the  Counties, 
Ridings  of  Counties,  Cities,  Parts  of  Cities,  and 
Towns  enumerated  in  the  First  Schedule  to 
this  Act,  each  whereof  shall  be  an  Electoral 
District,  each  such  District  a3  numbered  in 
that  Schedule  being  entitled  to  return  One 
Member. 

2.— QUEBEC. 

Quebec  shall  be  divided  into  Sixty-five 
Electoral  Districts,  composed  of  the  Sixty- 
five  Electoral  Divisions  into  which  Lower 
Canada  is  at  the  passing  of  this  Act  divided 
under  Chapter  Two  of  the  Consolidated 
Statutes  of  Canada,  Chapter  Seventy-five  of 
the  Consolidated  Statutes  for  Lower  Canada, 
and  the  Act  of  the  Province  of  Canada  of  the 
Twenty-third  year  of  the  Queen,  Chapter 
One,  or  any  other  Act  amending  the  same  in 
force  at  the  Union,  so  that  each  such  Electoral 
Division  shall  be  for  the  Purposes  of  this  Act 
an  Electoral  District  entitled  to  return  One 
Member. 

3._N0VA  SCOTIA. 

Each  of  the  Eighteen  Counties  of  Nova 
Scotia  shall  be  an  Electoral  District.  The 
County  of  Halifax  shall  be  entitled  to  return 
Two  Members,  and  each  of  the  other  Coun- 
ties One  Member. 
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4.— NEW  BRUNSWICK. 

Each  of  the  Fourteen  Counties  into  which 
New  Brunswick  is  divided,  including  the  City 
and  County  of  St.  John,  shall  be  an  Electoral 
District.  The  Citv  of  St.  John  shall  also  be 
a  separate  Electoral  District.  Each  of  those 
Fifteen  Electoral  Districts  shall  be  entitled 
to  return  One  Member. 

41.  Until  the  Parliament  of  Canada  other- 
wise provides,  all  Laws  in  force  in  the  several 
Provinces  at  the  Union  relative  to  the  follow 
ing  Matters  or  any  of  them,  namely, — the 
Qualifications  and  Disqualifications  of  Persons 
to  be  elected  or  to  sit  or  vote  as  Members  of 
the  House  of  Assembly  or  Legislative  As- 
sembly in  the  several  Provinces,  the  Voters 
at  Elections  of  such  Members,  the  Oaths  to 
be  taken  by  Voters,  the  Returning  Officers, 
their  Powers  and  Duties,  the  Proceedings  at 
Elections,  the  Periods  during  which  Elections 
may  be  continued,  the  Trial  of  Controverted 
Elections,  and  Proceedings  incident  thereto, 
the  vacating  of  Seats  of  Members,  and  the 
Execution  of  new  Writs  in  case  of  Seats 
vacated  otherwise  than  by  Dissolution, — shall 
respectively  apply  to  Elections  of  Members  to 
serve  in  the  House  of  Commons  for  the  same 
several  Provinces. 

Provided  that,  until  the  Parliament  of 
Canada  otherwise  provides,  at  any  Election 
for  a  Member  of  the  House  of  Commons  for 
the  District  of  Algoma,  in  addition  to  Persons 

qualified 
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qualified  by  the  Law  of  the  Province  of  Canada 
to  vote,  every  male  British  subject,  aged 
Twenty-one  Years  or  upwards,  being  a  House- 
holder, shall  have  a  Vote. 

43.  For  the  First  Election  of  Members 
to  serve  in  the  House  of  Commons  the 
Governor  General  shall  cause  Writs  to  be 
issued  by  such  Person,  in  such  Form,  and 
addressed  to  such  Returning  Officers  as  he 
thinks  fit. 

The  Person  issuing  Writs  under  this  Sec- 
tion shall  have  ths  like  Powers  as  are  pos- 
sessed at  the  Union  by  the  Ofiicers  charged 
with  the  issuing  of  Writs  for  the  Election  of 
Members  to  serve  in  the  respective  House  of 
Assembly  or  Legislative  Assembly  of  the 
Province  of  Canada,  Nova  Scotia,  or  New 
Brunswick  ;  and  the  Returning  Officers  to 
whom  Writs  are  directed  under  this  Section 
shall  have  the  like  Powers  as  are  possessed 
at  the  Union  by  the  Officers  charged  with  the 
returning  of  Writs  for  the  Election  of  Mem- 
bers to  serve  in  the  same  respective  House  of 
Assembly  or  Legislative  Assembly. 

43.  In  case  a  Vacancy  in  the  Represen- 
tation in  the  House  of  Commons  of  any 
Electoral  District  happens  before  the  Meeting 
of  the  Parliament,  or  after  the  Meeting  of 
the  Parliament  before  Provision  is  made  by 
the  Parliament  in  this  Behalf,  the  Provisions 
of  the  last  foregoing  Section  of  this  Act  shall 
extend  and  apply  to  the  issuing  and  return- 
ing 
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ing   of  a   Writ   in   respect   of  such   vacant 
District. 

44.  The  House  of  Commons  on  its  first 
assembling  after  a  General  Election  shall 
proceed  with  all  practicable  Speed  to  elect 
One  of  its  Members  to  be  Speaker. 

45.  In  case  of  a  Vacancy  happening  in 
the  Office  of  Speaker  by  Death,  Resignation, 
or  otherwise,  the  House  of  Commons  shall 
with  all  practicable  Speed  proceed  to  elect 
another  of  its  Members  to  be  Speaker. 

46.  The  Speaker  shall  preside  at  all  Meet- 
ings of  the  House  of  Commons. 

47.  Until  the  Parliament  of  Canada  other- 
wise provides,  in  case  of  the  Absence  for  any 
Reason  of  the  Speaker  from  the  Chair  of  the 
House  of  Commons  for  a  period  of  Forty- 
eight  consecutive  Hours,  the  House  may 
elect  another  of  its  Members  to  act  as 
Speaker,  and  the  Member  so  elected  shall 
during  the  Continuance  of  such  Absence  of 
the  Speaker  have  and  execute  all  the  Powers, 
Privileges,  and  Duties  of  Speaker. 

48.  The  Presence  of  at  least  Twenty  Mem- 
bers of  the  House  of  Commons  shall  be  ne- 
cessary to  constitute  a  Meeting  of  the  House 
for  the  Exercise  of  its  Powers  ;  and  for  that 
Purpose  the  Speaker  shall  be  reckoned  as  a 
Member. 

49 
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49.  Questions  arising  in  the  House  of 
Commons  shall  be  decided  by  a  Majority  of 
Voices  other  than  that  of  the  Speaker,  and 
"when  the  Voices  are  equal,  but  not  otherwise, 
the  Speaker  shall  have  a  Vote. 

50.  Every  House  of  Commons  shall  con- 
tinue for  Five  Years  from  the  Day  of  the 
Return  of  the  Writs  for  choosing  the  House 
(subject  to  be  sooner  dissolved  by  the  Gov- 
ernor General),  and  no  longer. 

5t.  On  the  Completion  of  the  Census  in 
the  Year  One  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
seventy-one,  and  of  each  subsequent  de- 
cennial Census,  the  Representation  of  the 
Four  Provinces  shall  be  readjusted  by  such 
Authority,  in  such  Manner,  and  from  such 
Time,  as  the  Parliament  of  Canada  from 
Time  to  Time  provides,  subject  and  according 
to  the  following  Rules  : — 

(1.)  Quebec  shall  have  the  fixed  Number  of 

Sixty-five  Members  : 
(2.)  There  shall  be  assigned  to  each  of  the 
other  Provinces  such  a  number  of 
Members  as  will  bear  the  same  Pro- 
portion to  the  Number  of  its  Popula- 
tion (ascertained  at  such  Census)  as 
the  Number  Sixty-five  bears  to  the 
Number  of  the  Population  of  Quebec 
(so  ascertained) : 
(3.)  In  the  Computation  of  the  Number  of 
Members  for  a  Province  a  fractional 
Part  not  exceeding  One  Half  of  the 
whole  Number  requisite  for  entitling 

the 
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the  Province  to  a  Member  shall  be 
disregarded ;  but  a  fractional  Part 
exceeding  One  Half  of  that  number 
shall  be  equivalent  to  the  whole  Num- 
ber : 

(4.)  On  any  such  Re-adjustment  the  Num- 
ber of  Members  for  a  Province  shall 
not  be  reduced  unless  the  Proportion 
which  the  Number  of  the  Population 
of  the  Province  bore  to  the  Number 
of  the  aggregate  Population  of  Can- 
ada at  the  then  last  preceding  Re-ad- 
justment of  the  Number  of  Members 
for  the  Province  is  ascertained  at  the 
then  latest  Census  to  be  diminished  by 
One  Twentieth  Part  or  upwards  : 

(5.)  Such  Re-adjustment  shall  not  take 
effect  until  the  Termination  of  the 
then  existing  Parliament. 

53.  The  Number  ©f  Members  of  the  House 
of  Commons  may  be  from  Time  to  Time 
increased  by  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  pro- 
vided the  proportionate  Representation  of  the 
Provinces  prescribed  by  this  Act  is  not  there- 
by disturbed. 

Money  Votes  ;  Royal  Assent. 

53.  Bills  for  appropriating  any  part  of 
the  Public  Revenue,  or  for  imposing  any  Tax 
or  Impost,  shall  originate  in  the  House  of 
Commons. 

54 
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54.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  House 
of  Commons  to  adopt  or  pass  any  Vote,  Re- 
solution, Address,  or  Bill  for  the  Appropria- 
tion of  any  Part  of  the  Public  Revenue,  or 
of  any  Tax  or  Impost^  to  any  Purpose  that 
has  not  been  first  recommended  to  that  House 
by  Message  of  the  Governor  General  in  the 
Session  in  which  such  Vote,  Resolution,  Ad- 
dress, or  Bill  is  proposed. 

55.  Where  a  Bill  passed  by  the  Houses  of 
the  Parliament  is  presented  to  the  Governor 
General  for  the  Queen's  Assent,  he  shall  de- 
clare, according  to  his  Discretion,  but  subject 
to  the  Provisions  of  this  Act  and  to  Her 
Majesty's  Instructions,  either  that  he  assents 
thereto  in  the  Queen's  Name,  or  that  he  with- 
holds the  Queen's  Assent,  or  that  he  reserves 
the  Bill  for  the  Signification  of  the  Queen's 
Pleasure. 

56.  Where  the  Governor  General  assents 
to  a  Bill  in  the  Queen's  Name,  he  shall  by 
the  first  convenient  Opportunity  send  an  au- 
thentic copy  of  the  Act  to  One  of  Her  Ma- 
jesty's Principal  Secretaries  of  State,  and  if 
the  Queen  in  Council  within  Two  Years  after 
receipt  thereof  by  the  Secretary  of  State 
thinks  fit  to  disallow  the  Act,  such  Disallow- 
ance (with  a  certificate  of  the  Secretary  of 
State  of  the  Day  on  which  the  Act  was  re- 
ceived by  him),  being  signified  by  the  Gover- 
nor General,  by  Speech  or  Message  to  each 
of  the  Houses  of  the  Parliament  or  by  Pro- 
clamation, shall  annul  the  Act  from  and  after 
the  Day  of  such  Signification.  57 
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57.  A  Bill  reserved  for  the  Signification 
of  the  Queen's  Pleasure  shall  not  have  any 
Force  unless  and  until  within  Two  Years  from 
the  day  on  which  it  was  jDresented  to  the 
Governor  General  for  the  Queen's  Assent, 
the  Governor  General  signifies,  by  Speech  or 
Message  to  each  of  the  Houses  of  the  Parlia- 
ment or  by  Proclamation,  that  it  has  received 
the  Assent  of  the  Queen  in  Council. 

An  Entry  of  every  such  Speech,  Message, 
or  Proclamation  shall  be  made  in  the  Journal 
of  each  House,  and  a  Duplicate  thereof  duly 
attested  shall  be  delivered  to  the  proper 
Ofiicer  to  be  kept  among  the  Records  of  Ca- 
nada. 

V. — Provincial  Constitutions 

Executive  Power. 

58.  For  each  Province  there  shall  be  an 
Ofiicer,  styled  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  ap- 
pointed by  the  Governor  General  in  Council 
by  Instrument  under  the  Great  Seal  of  Canada. 

5®.  A  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  hold 
OSice  during  the  Pleasure  of  the  Governor 
General ;  but  any  Lieutenant  Governor  ap- 
pointed after  the  Commencement  of  the  First 
Session  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada  shall 
not  be  removeable  within  Five  Years  from 
his  Appointment,  except  for  cause  assigned, 
which  shall  be  communicated  to  him  in 
Writing  within  One  Month  after  the  Order 
for  his  Removal  is  made,  and  shall  be  com- 
municated 
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municated  by  Message  to  the  Senate  and  to 
the  House  of  Commons  within  One  Week 
thereafter  if  the  Parliament  is  then  sitting, 
and  if  not  then  within  One  Week  after  the 
Commencement  of  the  next  Session  of  the 
Parliament. 

60.  The  Salaries  of  the  Lieutenant  Gov- 
ernors shall  be  fixed  and  provided  bj  the 
Parliament  of  Canada. 

61.  Every  Lieutenant  Governor  shall,  be- 
fore assuming  the  Duties  of  his  office,  make 
and  subscribe  before  the  Governor  General  or 
some  Person  authorized  by  him,  Oaths  of 
Allegiance  and  Office  similar  to  those  taken 
by  the  Governor  General. 

62.  The  Provisions  of  this  Act  referrino; 
to  the  Lieutenant  Governor  extend  and  apply 
to  the  Lieutenant  Governor  for  the  Time  be- 
ing of  each  Province  or  other  the  Chief 
Executive  Officer  or  Administrator  for  the 
Time  being  carrying  on  the  Government  of 
the  Province,  by  whatsoever  Title  he  is  de- 
signated. 

63.  The  Executive  Council  of  Ontario  and 
of  Quebec  shall  be  composed  of  such  Persons 
as  the  Lieutenant  (Jovernor  from  Time  to 
Time  thinks  fit,  and  in  the  first  instance  of 
the  following  Officers,  namely, — the  Attorney 
General,  the  Secretary  and  Registrar  of  the 
Province,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Province,  the 
Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands,  and  the  Com- 
missioner of  Agriculture  and  Public  Works, 

with 
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with,  in  Quebec,  the  Speaker  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Council  and  the  Solicitor  General. 

64,  The  Constitution  of  the  Executive 
Authority  in  each  of  the  Provinces  of  Nova 
Scotia  and  New  Brunswick  shall,  subject  to 
the  Provisions  of  this  Act,  continue  as  it 
exists  at  the  Union  until  altered  under  the 
Authority  of  this  Act. 

65.  All  Powers,  Authorities,  and  func- 
tions which  under  any  Act  of  the  Parliament 
of  Great  Britain,  or  of  the  Parliament  of  the 
United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ire- 
land, or  of  the  Legislature  of  Upper  Canada, 
Lower  Canada,  or  Canada,  were  or  are  before 
or  at  the  Union  vested  in  or  exerciseable  by 
the  respective  Governors  or  Lieutenant  Gov- 
ernors of  those  Provinces,  with  the  Advice, 
or  with  the  Advice  and  Consent,  of  the  res- 
pective Executive  Councils  thereof,  or  in  con- 
junction with  those  Councils  or  with  any 
Number  of  Members  thereof,  or  by  those 
Governors  or  Lieutenant  Governors  individu- 
ally, shall,  as  far  as  the  same  are  capable  of 
being  exercised  after  the  Union  in  relation  to 
the  Government  of  Ontario  and  Quebec  res- 
pectively, be  vested  in  and  shall  or  may  be 
exercised  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor  of  On- 
tario and  Quebec  respectively,  with  the 
Advice  or  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  or  in 
conjunction  with  the  respective  Executive 
Councils  or  any  Members  thereof,  or  by  the 
Lieutenant  Governor  individually,  as  the  Case 

requires 
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requires,  subject  nevertheless  (except  with  res- 
pect to  such  as  exist  under  Acts  of  the  Parlia- 
ment of  Great  Britain,  or  of  the  Parliament  of 
the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland),  to  be  abolished  or  altered  by  the  res- 
pective Legislatures  of  Ontario  and  Quebec. 

66.  The  Provisions  of  this  Act  referring 
to  the  Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council  shall 
be  construed  as  referring  to  the  Lieutenant 
Governor  of  the  Province  acting  by  and  with 
the  Advice  of  the  Executive  Council  thereof. 

67.  The  Governor  General  in  Council  may 
from  Time  to  Time  appoint  an  Administrator 
to  execute  the  Office  and  Functions  of  Lieu- 
tenant Governor  during  his  Absence,  Illness, 
Or  other  Inability. 

68.  Unless  and  until  the  Executive  Gov- 
ernment of  any  Province  otherwise  directs 
with  respect  to  that  Province,  the  Seats  of 
Government  of  the  Provinces  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows, namely, — of  Ontario,  the  City  of  To- 
ronto ;  of  Quebec,  the  City  of  Quebec ;  of 
Nova  Scotia,  the  City  of  Halifax ;  and  of 
New  Brunswick,  the  City  of  Fredericton. 

Legislative  Power. 

1. — Ontario. 

69.  There  shall  be  a  Legislature  for  On- 
tario consisting  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor 
and  of  One  House,  styled  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  Ontario. 
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70.  The  Legislative  Assembly  of  Ontario 
shall  be  composed  of  Eighty-two  Members, 
to  be  elected  to  represent  the  Eighty-two 
Electoral  Districts  set  forth  in  the  First 
Schedule  to  this  Act. 

2. — Quebec. 

71.  There  shall  be  a  Legislature  for  Que- 
bec consisting  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor 
and  of  Two  Houses,  styled  the  Legislative 
Council  of  Quebec  and  the  Legislative  As- 
sembly of  Quebec. 

72.  The  Legislative  Council  of  Quebec 
shall  be  composed  of  Twenty-four  Members, 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor 
in  the  Queen's  Name,  by  Instrument  under 
the  Great  Seal  of  Quebec,  one  being  appoint- 
ed to  represent  each  of  the  Twenty-four  Elec- 
toral Divisions  of  Lower  Canada  in  this  Act 
referred  to,  and  each  holding  Office  for  the 
Term  of  his  Life,  unless  the  Legislature  of 
of  Quebec  otherwise  provides  under  the  Pro- 
visions of  this  Act. 

73.  The  Qualifications  of  the  Legislative 
Councillors  of  Quebec  shall  be  the  same  as 
those  of  the  Senators  for  Quebec. 

74.  The  Place  of  a  Legislative  Councillor 
of  Quebec  shall  become  vacant  in  the  Cases, 
mutatis  mutandis,  in  which  the  Place  of 
Senator  becomes  vacant. 

75.  When  a  Vacancy  happens  in  the  Legis- 
lative   Council   of  Quebec   by   Resignation, 

Death 
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Death,  or  otherwise,  the  Lieutenant  Gov- 
ernor, in  the  Queen's  Name,  by  Instrument 
under  the  Great  Seal  of  Quebec,  shall  appoint 
a  fit  and  qualified  Person  to  fill  the  Vacancy. 

76.  If  any  Question  arises  respecting  the 
Qualification  of  a  Legislative  Councillor  of 
Quebec,  or  a  vacancy  in  the  Legislative 
Council  of  Quebec,  the  same  shall  be  heard 
and  determined  by  the  Legislative  Council. 

77.  The  Lieutenant  Governor  may  from 
Time  to  Time,  by  Instrument  imder  the  Great 
Seal  of  Quebec,  appoint  a  Member  of  the 
Legislative  Council  of  Quebec  to  be  Speaker 
thereof,  and  may  remove  him  and  appoint 
another  in  his  stead. 

78.  Until  the  Legislature  of  Quebec  other- 
wise provides,  the  Presence  of  at  least  Ten 
Members  of  the  Legislative  Council,  including 
the  Speaker,  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute 
a  Meeting  fox  the  Exercise  of  its  Powers. 


'& 


79.  Questions  arising  in  the  Legislative 
Council  of  Quebec  shall  be  decided  by  a  Ma- 
jority of  Voices,  and  the  Speaker  shall  in  all 
cases  have  a  Vote,  and  when  the  Voices  are 
equal  the  Decision  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in 
the  negative. 

SO.  The  Legislative  Assembly  of  Quebec 
shall  be  composed  of  Sixty-five  Members,  to 
be  elected  to  represent  the   Sixty-five  Elec- 

5  toral 
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toral  Divisions  or  Districts  of  Lower  Canada 
in  this  Act  referred  to,  subject  to  Alterations 
thereof  by  the  Legislature  of  Quebec :  Pro- 
vided that  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  present  to 
the  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Quebec  for  Assent 
any  Bill  for  altering  the  Limits  of  any  of  the 
Electoral  Divisions  or  Districts  mentioned  in 
the  Second  Schedule  to  this  Act,  unless  the 
Second  and  Third  Readings  of  such  Bill  have 
been  passed  in  the  Legislative  Assembly  with 
the  Concurrence  of  the  Majority  of  the  Mem- 
bers representing  all  those  Electoral  Divisions 
or  Districts,  and  the  Assent  shall  not  be  given 
to  such  Bill  unless  an  Address  has  been  pre- 
sented by  the  Legislative  Assembly  to  the 
Lieutenant  Governor  stating  that  it  has  been 
so  passed. 

3. — Ontario  and  Quebec. 

81.  The  Legislatures  of  Ontario  and  Que- 
bec respectively  shall  be  called  together  not 
later  than  Six  Months  after  the  Union. 

83.  The  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Ontario 
and  of  Quebec  shall  from  Time  to  Time,  in 
the  Queen's  Name,  by  Instrument  under  the 
Great  Seal  of  the  Province,  summon  and  call 
call  together  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the 
Province. 

83.  Until  the  Legislature  of  Ontario  or  of 
Quebec  otherwise  provides,  a  Person  accept- 
ing or  holding  in  Ontario  or  in  Quebec  any 
Office,  Commission,  or  Employment  perma- 
nent 
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nent  or  temporary,  at  the  Nomination  of  the 
Lieutenant  Governor,  to  which  an  annual 
Salary,  or  any  Fee,  Allowance,  Emolument, 
or  profit  of  any  Kind  or  Amount  whatever 
from  the  Province  is  attached,  shall  not  be 
eligible  as  a  Member  of  the  Legislative  As- 
sembly of  the  respective  Province,  nor  shall 
he  sit  or  vote  as  such  ;  but  nothing  in  this 
Section  shall  make  ineligible  any  Person  be- 
ing a  Member  of  the  Executive  Council  of  the 
respective  Province,  or  holding  any  of  the 
following  offices,  that  is  to  say,  the  Offices  of 
Attorney  General,  Secretary  and  Registrar  of 
the  Province,  Treasurer  of  the  Province, 
Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands,  and  Commis- 
sioner of  Agriculture  and  Public  Works,  and 
in  Quebec  Solicitor  General,  or  shall  disqualify 
him  to  sit  or  vote  in  the  House  for  which  he 
is  elected,  provided  he  is  elected  while  holding 
such  Office. 

84.  Until  the  Legislatures  of  Ontario  and 
Quebec  respectively  otherwise  provide,  all 
Laws  which  at  the  Union  are  in  force  in  those 
Provinces  respectively,  relative  to  the  follow- 
ing Matters,  or  any  of  them,  namely, — the 
Qualifications  and  Disqualifications  of  Persons 
to  be  elected  or  to  sit  or  vote  as  Members  of 
the  Assembly  of  Canada,  the  Qualifications  or 
Disqualifications  of  Voters,  the  Oaths  to  be 
taken  by  Voters,  the  Returning  Officers,  their 
Powers  and  Duties,  the  Proceedings  at  Elec- 
tions, the  Periods  during  which  such  Elec- 
tions 
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tions  may  be  continued,  and  the  Trial  of  con- 
troverted Elections  and  the  Proceedings 
incident  thereto,  the  vacating  of  the  Seats  of 
Members,  and  the  issuing  and  Execution  of 
new  Writs  in  case  of  Seats  vacated  otherwise 
than  by  Dissolution,  shall  respectively  apply 
to  Elections  of  Members  to  serve  in  the  re- 
spective Legislative  Assemblies  of  Ontario 
and  Quebec. 

Piovided  that  until  the  Legislature  of  On- 
tario otherwise  provides,  at  any  Election  for 
a  Member  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of 
Ontario  for  the  District  of  Algoma,  in  addi- 
tion to  persons  qualified  by  the  Law  of  the 
Province  of  Canada  to  vote,  every  male  British 
Subject,  aged  Twenty-one  Years  or  upwards, 
being  a  Householder,  shall  have  a  Vote. 

85.  Every  Legislative  Assembly  of  On- 
tario and  every  Legislative  Assembly  of  Que- 
bec shall  continue  for  Four  Years  from  the 
Day  of  the  Return  of  the  Writs  for  choosing 
the  same  (subject  nevertheless  to  either  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  Ontario  or  the  Legis- 
lative Assembly  of  Quebec  being  sooner  dis- 
solved by  the  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the 
Province),  and  no  longer. 

86.  There  shall  be  a  Session  of  the  Legis- 
lature of  Ontario  and  of  that  of  Quebec  once 
at  least  in  every  Year,  so  that  Twelve  Months 
shall  not  intervene  between  the  last  Sitting  of 
the  Legislature  in  each  Province  in  one  Ses- 
sion and  its  first  Sitting  in  the  next  Session. 

87 
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87.  The  following  Provisions  of  this  Act 
respecting  the  House  of  Commons  of  Canada 
shall  extend  and  apply  to  the  Legislative  As- 
semblies of  Ontario  and  Quebec,  that  is  to 
say, — the  Provisions  relating  to  the  Election 
of  a  Speaker  originally  and  on  Vacancies,  the 
Duties  of  the  Speaker,  the  absence  of  the 
Speaker,  the  Quorum,  and  the  Mode  of  vot- 
ing, as  if  those  provisions  were  here  re-enact- 
ed and  made  applicable  in  Terms  to  each  such 
Legislative  Assembly. 

4. — Nova  Scotia  and  New  Bruns- 
wick. 

88.  The  Constitution  of  the  Legislature  of 
each  of  the  Provinces  of  Nova  Scotia  and  New 
Brunswick  shall,  subject  to  the  Provisions  of 
this  Act,  continue  as  it  exists  at  the  Union 
until  altered  under  the  Authority  of  this  Act ; 
and  the  House  of  Assembly  of  New  Bruns- 
wick existing  at  the  passing  of  this  Act  shall, 
unless  sooner  dissolved,  continue  for  the  Period 
for  which  it  was  elected. 

5. — Ontario,  Quebec  and  Nova 
Scotia. 

89.  Each  of  the  Lieutenant  Governors  of 
Ontario,  Quebec,  and  Nova  Scotia  shall  cause 
Writs  to  be  issued  for  the  First  Election  of 
Members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  thereof 
in  such  Form  and  by  such  Person  as  he  thinks

fit,  and  at  such  Time  and  addressed  to  such 
Returning  Officer  as  the  Governor  General 
directs,  and  so  that  the  First  Election  of 
Member  of  Assembly  for  any  Electoral  Dis- 
trict or  any  Subdivision  thereof  shall  be  held 
at  the  same  Time  and  at  the  same  Places  as 
the  Election  for  a  Member  to  serve  in  the 
House  of  Commons  of  Canada  for  that  Elec- 
toral District. 

6. — The  Four  Provinces. 

90.  The  following  Provisions  of  this  Act 
respecting  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  namely, 
— the  Provisions  relating  to  Appropriation 
and  Tax  Bills,  the  Recommendation  of  Money 
Votes,  the  Assent  to  Bills,  the  Disallowance 
of  Acts,  and  the  Signification  of  Pleasure  on 
Bills  reserved, — shall  extend  and  apply  to  the 
Legislatures  of  the  several  Provinces  as  if 
those  Provisions  were  here  re-enacted  and 
made  applicable  in  Terms  to  the  respective 
Provinces  and  the  Legislatures  thereof,  with 
the  Substitution  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor 
of  the  Province  for  the  Governor  General,  of 
the  Governor  General  for  the  Queen  and  for 
a  Secretary  of  State,  of  One  Year  for  Two 
Years,  and  of  the  Province  for  Canada. 

VL — Distribution  of  Legislative  Powers. 

Powers  of  the  Parliament. 

91.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Queen,  by 
and  with  the    Advice  and    Consent   of  the 

Senate 
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Senate  and  House  of  Commons,  to  make  Laws 
for  the  Peace,  Order,  and  good  Government 
of  Canada,  in  relation  to  all  Matters  not  coming 
within  the  Classes  of  Subjects  by  this  Act 
assigned  exclusively  to  the  Legislatures  of  the 
Provinces  ;  and  for  greater  Certainty,  but  not 
so  as  to  restrict  the  Generality  of  the  fore- 
going Terms  of  this  Section,  it  is  hereby 
declared  that  (notwithstanding  anything  in 
this  Act)  the  exclusive  Legislative  Authority 
of  the  Parliament  of  Canada  extends  to  all 
Matters  coming  within  the  Classes  of  Subjects 
next  hereinafter  enumerated  ;  that  is  to  say  : 

1.  The  Public  Debt  and  Property. 

2.  The  Regulation  of  Trade  and  Com- 
merce. 

3.  The  raising  of  Money  by  any  Mode  or 

System  of  Taxation. 

4.  The  borrowing  of  Money  on  the  Public 

Credit. 

5.  Postal  Service. 

6.  The  Census  and  Statistics. 

7.  Militia,  Military  and  Naval  Service, 
and  Defence. 

8.  The  fixing  of  and  providing  for  the 
Salaries  and  Allowances  of  Civil  and 
other  Officers  of  the  Government  of 
Canada. 

9.  Beacons,    Buoys,    Lighthouses,     and 

Sable  Island. 

10.  Navigation  and  Shipping. 

11.  Quarantine,  and  the  Establishment  and 
Maintenance  of  Marine  Hospitals. 

12 
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12.  Sea  Coast  and  Inland  Fisheries. 

13.  Ferries   between  a  Province  and  any 

British  or  Foreign  Country  or  between 
Two  Provinces. 

14.  Currency  and  Coinage. 

15.  Banking,  Incorporation  of  Banks,  and 

the  Issue  of  Paper  Money. 

16.  Savings  Banks. 

17.  Weights  and  Measures. 

18.  Bills  of  Exchange  and  Promissory 
Notes. 

19.  Interest. 

20.  Legal  Tender. 

21.  Bankruptcy  and  Insolvency. 

22.  Patents  of  Invention  and  Discovery. 

23.  Copyrights. 

24.  Indians,  and  Lands  reserved  for  the 
Indians. 

25.  Naturalization  and  Aliens. 

26.  Marriage  and  Divorce. 

27.  The  Criminal  Law,  except  the  Consti- 
tution of  Courts  of  Criminal  Jurisdic- 
tion, but  including  the  Procedure  in 
Criminal  Matters.

Exclusive  Poivers  of  Provincial  Legislatures. 

03.  In  each  Province  the  Legislature  may 
exclusively  make  Laws  in  relation  to  Matters 
coming  within  the  Classes  of  Subjects  next 
hereinafter  enumerated,  that  is  to  say, — 

1.  The  Amendment  from  Time  to  Time, 
notwithstanding  anything  in  this  Act, 
of  the  Constitution  of  the  Province, 
except  as  regards  the  Office  of  Lieu- 
tenant Governor. 

2.  Direct  Taxation  within  the  Province  in 
order  to  the  raising  of  a  Revenue  for 
Provincial  Purposes. 

3.  The  borrowing  of  Money  on  the  sole 

Credit  of  the  Province. 

4.  Tlie  Establishment  and  Tenure  of  Pro- 
vincial Offices  and  the  Appointment 
and  Payment  of  Provincial  Officers. 

5.  The  Management  and  Sale  of  the 
Public  Lands  belonging  to  the  Pro- 
vince, and  of  the  Timber  and  Wood 
thereon. 

6.  The  Establishment,  Maintenance,  and 

Management  of  Public  and  Reform- 
atory  Prisons  in  and  for  the  Pro- 
vince. 
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7.  The  Establishment,  Maintenance,  and 
Management  of  Hospitals,  Asylums, 
Charities,  and  Eleemosynary  Institu- 
tions in  and  for  the  Province,  other 
than  Marine  Hospitals. 

8.  Municipal    Institutions    in    the    Pro- 

vince. 

9.  Shop,  Saloon,  Tavern,  Auctioneer,  and 
other  Licences  in  order  to  the  raising 
of  a  Revenue  for  Provincial,  Local,  or 
Municipal  Purposes. 

10.  Local  Works  and  Undertakings,  other 
than  such  as  are  of  the  following 
Classes, — 

a.  Lines  of  Steam  or  other  Ships,  Rail- 
ways, Canals,  Telegraphs,  and  other 
Works  and  Undertakings  connecting 
the  Province  with  any  other  or  others 
of  the  Provinces,  or  extending  beyond 
the  Limits  of  the  Province  : 

h.  Lines  of  Steam  Ships  between  the 
Province  and  any  British  or  Foreign 
Country  : 

c.  Such  Works  as,  although  wholly  situate 
within  the  Province,  are  before  or 
after  their  Execution  declared  by  the 
Parliament  of  Canada  to  be  for  the 
general  Advantage  of  Canada  or  for 
the  Advantage  of  Two  or  more  of  the 
Provinces. 
11.  The  Incorporation  of  Companies  with 
Provincial  Objects. 

12 
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12.  The  Solemnization  of  Marriage  in  the 

Province. 

13.  Property   and    Civil     Rights    in    the 

Province. 

14.  The  Administration  of  Justice  in  the 

Province,  including  the  Constitution, 
Maintenance,  and  Organization  of 
Provincial  Courts,  both  of  Civil  and 
of  Criminal  Jurisdiction,  and  includ- 
ing Procedure  in  Civil  Matters  in 
those  Courts. 

15.  The  Imposition  of  Punishment  by  Fine, 

Penalty,  or  Imprisonment  for  enforc- 
ing any  Law  of  the  Province  made  in 
relation  to  any  Matter  coming  within 
any  of  the  Classes  of  Subjects  enu- 
merated in  this  Section. 

16.  Generally  all  Matters  of  a  merely  local 

or  private  Nature  in  the  Province. 

Education. 

93.  In  and  for  each  Province  the  Legisla- 
ture may  exclusively  make  Laws  in  relation 
to  Education,  subject  and  according  to  the 
following  Provisions : — 

(I.)  Nothing  in  any  such  Law  shall  preju- 
dicially affect  any  Right  or  Privilege 
with  respect  to  Denominational 
Schools  which  any  Class  of  Persons 
have  by  Law  in  the  Province  at  the 
Union : 
(2.)  All  the  Powers,  Privileges,  and  Duties 

at 
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at  the  Union  by  Law  conferred  and 
imposed  in  Upper  Canada  on  the 
Separate  Schools  and  School  Trustees 
of  the  Queen's  Roman  Catholic  Sub- 
jects, shall  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
extended  to  the  Dissentient  Schools 
of  the  Queen's  Protestant  and  Roman 
Catholic  Subjects  in  Quebec  : 

(3.)  Where  in  any  Province  a  System  of 
Separate  or  Dissentient  Schools  exists 
by  Law  at  the  Union  or  is  thereafter 
established  by  the  Legislature  of  the 
Province,  an  Appeal  shall  lie  to  the 
Governor  General  in  Council  from  any 
Act  or  Decision  of  any  Provincial 
Authority  affecting  any  Right  or 
Privilege  of  the  Protestant  or  Roman 
Catholic  Minority  of  the  Queen's 
Subjects  in  relation  to  Education  : 

(4.)  In  case  any  such  Provincial  Law  as 
from  Time  to  Time  seems  to  the 
Governor  General  in  Council  requisite 
for  the  due  Execution  of  the  Provi- 
sions of  this  Section  is  not  made,  or 
in  case  any  Decision  of  the  Governor 
General  in  Council  on  any  Appeal 
under  this  Section  is  not  duly  execut- 
ed by  the  proper  Provincial  Autho- 
rity in  that  Behalf,  then  and  in  every 
such  Case,  and  as  far  only  as  the 
Circumstances  of  each  Case  require, 
the  Parliament  of  Canada  may  make 
remedial  Laws  for  the  due  Execution 

of 
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of  the  Provisions  of  this  Section  and 
of  any  Decision  of  the  Governor 
General  in  Council  under  this  Sec- 
tion. 

Uniformity  of  Laws  in  Ontario ^  Nova  Scotia, 
and  Neiv  Brunswick. 

94.  Not^'ithstanding  anything  in  this  Act, 
the  Parlianae  t  of  Canada  may  make  Provi- 
sion for  the  Uniformity  of  all  or  any  of  the 
Laws  relative  to  Property  and  Civil  Rights 
in  Ontario,  Nova  Scotia,  and  New  Brunswick, 
and  of  the  Procedure  of  all  or  any  of  the 
Courts  in  those  Three  Provinces,  and  from 
and  after  the  passing  of  any  Act  in  that 
Behalf  the  Power  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada 
to  make  Laws  in  relation  to  any  Matter  com- 
prised in  any  such  Act  shall,  notwithstanding 
anything  in  this  Act,  be  unrestricted  ;  but 
any  Act  of  'he  Parliament  of  Canada  making 
Provision  for  such  Uniformity  shall  not  have 
eflfect  in  any  Province  unless  and  until  it  is 
adopted  and  enacted  as  Law  by  the  Legisla- 
ture thereof. 

Agriculture  and  Immigration. 

95.  In  each  Province  the  Legislature  may 
make  Laws  in  relation  to  Agriculture  in  the 
Province,  and  to  Immigration  into  the  Pro- 
vince ;  and  it  is  hereby  declared  that  the 
Parliament  of  Canada  may  from  Time  to  Time 

make 
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make  Laws  in  relation  to  Agriculture  in  all 
pr  any  of  the  Provinces,  and  to  Immigrat'on 
into  all  or  any  of  the  Provinces  ;  and  any 
Lavr  of  the  Legislature  of  a  Province  rel-^tive 
to  Agriculture  or  to  Immigration  shall  have 
effect  in  and  for  the  Province  as  long  and  as 
far  only  as  it  is  not  repugnant  to  any  Act  of 
the  Parliament  of  Canada. 

VII. — Judicature. 

06.  The  Governor  General  shall  appoint 
the  Judges  of  the  Superior,  District,  and 
County  Courts  in  each  Province,  except  those 
of  the  Courts  of  Probate  in  Nova  Scotia  and 
Ne-w  Brunswick. 

97.  Until  the  Laws  relative  to  Property 
and  Civil  Rights  in  Ontario,  Nova  Scotia  and 
New  Brunswick,  and  the  Procedure  of  the 
Courts  in  those  Provinces,  are  made  uniform, 
the  Judges  of  the  Courts  of  those  Provinces 
appointed  by  the  Governor  General  shall  be 
selected  from  the  respective  Bars  of  those 
Provinces. 

98.  The  Judges  of  the  Courts  of  Quebec, 
shall  be  selected  from  the  Bar  of  that 
Province. 

99.  The  Judges  of  the  Superior  Courts 
shall  hold  office  during  good  Behaviour,  but 
shall  be  removable  ly  the  Governor  General 
on  Address  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Commons. 

100 
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100.  The  Salaries,  Allowances,  and  Pen- 
sions of  the  Judges  of  the  Superior,  District, 
and  County  Courts  (except  the  Courts  of 
Probate  in  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick), 
and  of  the  Admiralty  Courts  in  Cases  where 
the  Judges  thereof  are  for  the  Time  being 
paid  by  Salary,  shall  be  fixed  and  provided  by 
the  Parliament  of  Canada. 

101.  The  Parliament  of  Canada  may, 
notwithstanding  anything  in  this  Act,  from 
Time  to  Time,  provide  for  the  Constitution, 
Maintenance,  and  Organization  of  a  General 
Court  of  Appeal  for  Canada,  and  for  the 
Establishment  of  any  additional  Courts  for 
the  better  Administration  of  the  Laws  of 
Canada. 

VIII. — Revenues  ;  Debts  ;  Assets  ; 
Taxation. 

102.  All  Duties  and  Revenues  over  which 
the  respective  Legislatures  of  Canada,  Nova 
Scotia,  and  New  Brunswick  before  and  at  the 
Union  had  and  have  Power  of  Appropriation, 
except  such  Portions  thereof  as  are  by  this 
Act  reserved  to  the  respective  Legislatures  of 
the  Provinces,  or  are  raised  by  them  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  special  Powers  conferred  on 
them  by  this  Act,  shall  form  One  Consolidated 
Revenue  Fund,  to  be  appropriated  for  the 
Public  Service  of  Canada  in  the  Manner  and 
subject  to  the  Charges  in  this  Act  provided. 

103.  The  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  of 

Canada 
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Canada  shall  be  permanently  charged  mth. 
the  Costs,  Charges  and  Expenses  incident  to 
the  Collection,  Management,  and  Receipt 
thereof,  and  the  same  shall  form  the  First 
Charge  thereon,  subject  to  be  reviewed  and 
audited  in  such  Manner  as  shall  be  ordered 
by  the  Governor  General  in  Council  until  the 
Parliament  otherwise  provides. 

104.  The  annual  Interest  of  the  Public 
Debts  of  the  several  Provinces  of  Canada, 
Nova  Scotia,  and  New  Brunswick  at  the  Union 
shall  form  the  Second  Charge  on  the  Consoli- 
dated Revenue  Fund  of  Canada. 

105.  Unless  altered  by  the  Parliament  of 
Canada,  the  Salary  of  the  Governor  General 
shall  be  Ten  thousand  Pounds  Sterling  Money 
of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland,  payable  out  of  the  Consolidated 
Revenue  Fund  of  Canada,  and  the  same  shall 
form  the  Third  Charge  thereon. 

106.  Subject  to  the  several  Payments  by 
this  Act  charged  on  the  Consolidated  Revenue 
Fund  of  Canada,  the  same  shall  be  appropri- 
ated by  the  Parliament  of  Canada  for  the 
Public  Service. 

107.  All  Stocks,  Cash,  Bankers'  Balances, 
and  Securities  for  Money  belonging  to  each 
Province  at  the  Time  of  the  Union,  except  as 
in  this  Act  mentioned,  shall  be  the  Property 
of  Canada,  and  shall  be  taken  in  Reduction 
of  the  amount  of  the  respective  Debts  of  the 
Provinces  at  the  Union. 

108 
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108.  The  PublicWorks  and  Property  of  each. 
Province  enumerated  in  the  Third  Schedule  to 
this  Act,  shall  be  the  Property  of  Canada. 

109.  All  Lands,  Mines,  Minerals,  and  Roy- 
alties belonging  to  the  several  Provinces  of 
Canada,  Nova  Scotia,  and  New  Brunswick  at 
the  Union,  and  all  Sums  then  due  or  payable 
for  such  Lands,  Mines,  Minerals,  or  Royalties, 
shall  belong  to  the  several  Provinces  of  On- 
tario, Quebec,  Nova  Scotia,  and  New  Bruns- 
wick in  which  the  same  are  situate  or  arise, 
subject  to  any  Trusts  existing  in  respect 
thereof,  and  to  any  Interest  other  than  that 
of  the  Province  in  the  same. 

110.  All  Assets  connected  with  such  Por- 
tions of  the  Public  Debt  of  each  Province  as 
are  assumed  by  that  Province  shall  belong  to 
that  Province. 

11 1.  Canada  shall  be  liable  for  the  Debts  and 
Liabilities  of^each  Province  existing  at  the 
Union. 

112.  Ontario  and  Quebec  conjointly  shall 
be  liable  to  Canada  for  the  Amount  (if  any) 
by  which  the  Debt  of  the  Province  of  Canada 
exceeds  at  the  Union  Sixty-two  million  five 
hundred  thousand  Dollars,  and  shall  be 
charged  with  Interest  at  the  Rate  of  Five  per 
Centum  per  Annum  thereon. 

113.  The  Assets  enumerated  in  the  Fourth 
Schedule  to  this  Act,  belonging  at  the  Union 
to  the  Province  of  Canada,  shall  be  the  Pro- 
perty of  Ontario  and  Quebec  conjointly. 
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114.  Nova  Scotia  shall  be  liable  to  Canada 
for  the  Amount  (if  any)  by  which  its  Public 
Debt  exceeds  at  the  Union  Eight  million  Dol- 
lars, and  shall  be  charged  with  Interest  at  the 
Rate  of  Five  per  Centum  per  Annum  thereon. 

115.  New  Brunswick  shall  be  liable  to 
Canada  for  the  Amount  (if  any)  by  which  its 
Public  Debt  exceeds  at  the  Union  Seven  mil- 
lion Dollars,  and  shall  be  charged  with  Inter- 
est at  the  Rate  of  Five  per  Centum  per  Annum 
thereon. 

116.  In  case  the  Public  Debts  of  Nova 
Scotia  and  New  Brunswick  do  not  at  the 
Union  amount  to  Eight  million  and  Seven 
million  Dollars  respectively,  they  shall  re- 
spectively receive,  by  half-yearly  Payments  in 
advance  from  the  Government  of  Canada, 
Interest  at  Five  per  Centum  per  Annum  on 
the  Difference  between  the  actual  Amounts 
of  their  respective  Debts  and  such  stipulated 
Amounts. 

117.  The  several  Provinces  shall  retain 
all  their  respective  Public  Property  not  other- 
wise disposed  of  in  this  Act,  subject  to  the 
Right  of  Canada  to  assume  any  Lands  or 
Public  Property  required  for  Fortifications  or 
for  the  Defence  of  the  Country. 

118.  The  following  sums  shall  be  paid 
yearly  by  Canada  to  the  several  Provinces  for 
the  support  of  their  Governments  and  Legis- 
latures : 

Dollars

Ontario      -     -     -     -     Eighty  thousand. 
Quebec    -     -     -    -      Seventy  thousand. 
Nova  Scotia     -     -     -      Sixty  thousand. 
New  Brunswick      -     -     Fifty  thousand. 


Two  hundred  and  sixty  thousand ; 
and  an  annual  Grant  in  aid  of  each  Province 
shall  be  made,  equal  to  Eighty  Cents  per 
Head  of  the  Population  as  ascertained  by  the 
Census  of  One  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty-one,  and  in  the  case  of  Nova  Scotia  and 
New  Brunswick,  by  each  subsequent  Decen- 
nial Census  until  the  Population  of  each  of 
those  two  Provinces  amounts  to  Four 
hundred  thousand  Souls,  at  which  Rate  such 
Grant  shall  thereafter  remain.  Such  Grants 
shall  be  in  full  Settlement  of  all  future  De- 
mands on  Canada,  and  shall  be  paid  half-yearly 
in  advance  to  each  Province  ;  but  the  Govern- 
ment of  Canada  shall  deduct  from  such  Grants, 
as  against  any  Province,  all  Sums  chargeable 
as  Interest  on  the  Public  Debt  of  that  Province 
in  excess  of  the  several  amounts  stipulated  in 
this  Act. 

119.  New  Brunswick  shall  receive,  by  half- 
yearly  Payments  in  advance  from  Canada,  for 
the  Period  of  Ten  Years  from  the  Union,  an 
additional  Allowance  of  Sixty-three  thousand 
Dollars  per  Annum  ;  but  as  long  as  the  Public 
Debt  of  that  Province  remains  under  Seven 
million  dollars,  a  deduction  equal  to  the  Inter- 
est at  Five  per  Centum  per  Annum  on  such 

Deficiency 
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Deficiency  shall  be  made  from  that  Allowance 
of  Sixty-three  Thousand  Dollars. 

190.  All  Payments  to  be  made  under  this 
Act,  or  in  discharge  of  Liabilities  created 
under  any  Act  of  the  Provinces  of  Canada, 
Nova  Scotia,  and  New  Brunswick  respectively, 
and  assumed  by  Canada,  shall,  until  the  Par- 
liament of  Canada  otherwise  directs,  be  made 
in  such  Form  and  Manner  as  may  from  Time 
to  Time  be  ordered  by  the  Governor  General 
in    Council. 

121.  All  Articles  of  the  Growth,  Produce, 
or  Manufacture  of  any  one  of  the  Provinces 
shall,  from  and  after  the  Union,  be  admitted 
free  into  each  of  the  other  Provinces. 

193.  The  Customs  and  Excise  Laws  of 
each  Province  shall,  subject  to  the  Provisions 
of  this  Act,  continue  in  force  until  altered  by 
the  Parliament  of  Canada. 

193.  Where  Customs  Duties  are,  at  the 
Union,  leviable  on  any  Goods,  Wares,  or 
Merchandizes  in  any  Two  Provinces,  those 
Goods,  Wares,  and  Merchandizes  may,  from 
and  after  the  Union,  be  imported  from  one  of 
those  Provinces  into  the  other  of  them  on 
Proof  of  Payment  of  the  Customs  Duty  leviable 
thereon  in  the  Province  of  Exportation,  and  on 
Payment  of  such  further  amount  (if  any)  of 
Customs  Duty  as  is  leviable  thereon  in  the 
Province  of  Importation. 

194.  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  affect  the 
Right  of  New  Brunswick  to  levy  the  Lumber 

Dues 
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Dues  provided  in  Chapter  Fifteen  of  Title 
Three  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  New  Bruns- 
wick, or  in  any  Act  amending  that  Act  before 
or  after  the  Union,  and  not  increasing  the 
Amount  of  such  Dues  ;  but  the  Lumber  of 
any  of  the  Provinces  other  than  New  Bruns- 
wick shall  not  be  subject  to  such  Dues. 

125.  No  Lands  or  Property  belonging  to 
Canada  or  any  Province  shall  be  liable  to 
Taxation. 

126.  Such  Portions  of  the  Duties  and 
Revenues  over  which  the  respective  Legisla- 
tures of  Canada,  Nova  Scotia,  and  New 
Brunswick,  had  before  the  Union,  Power  of 
Appropriation,  as  are  by  this  Act  reserved  to 
the  respective  Governments  or  Legislatures 
of  the  Provinces,  and  all  Duties  and  Revenues 
raised  by  them  in  accordance  with  the  Special 
Powers  conferred  upon  them  by  this  Act, 
shall  in  each  Province  form  One  Consolidated 
Revenue  Fund  to  be  appropriated  for  the 
Public  Service  of  the  Province. 

IX. — Miscellaneous  Provisions. 

Greneral. 

127.  If  any  Person  being  at  the  passing 
of  this  Act  a  Member  of  the  Legislative 
Council  of  Canada,  Nova  Scotia,  or  New 
BrunsAvick,  to  whom  a  Place  in  the  Senate  is 
offered,  does  not  within  Thirty  Days  there- 
after, by  Writing  under  his  Hand  addressed 
to  the  Governor  General  of  the  Province  of 

Canada 
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Canada  or  to  the  Lieutenant  Gof^rnor  of 
Nova  Scotia  or  New  Brunswick  (as  the  case 
may  be),  accept  the  same,  he  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  declined  the  same;  and  any  Person 
who,  being  at  the  passing  of  this  Act  a  Mem- 
ber of  the  Legislative  Council  of  Nova  Scotia 
or  New  Brunswick,  accepts  a  Place  in  the 
Senate  shall  thereby  vacate  his  Seat  in  such 
Legislative  Council. 

128.  Every  Member  of  the  Senate  or 
House  of  Commons  of  Canada  shall,  before 
taking  his  Seat  therein,  take  and  subscribe 
before  the  Governor  General  or  some  Person 
authorized  by  him,  and  every  Member  of  a 
Legislative  Council  or  Legislative  Assembly 
of  any  Province  shall,  before  taking  his  Seat 
therein,  take  and  subscribe  before  the  Lieuten- 
ant Governor  of  the  Province  or  some  Person 
authorized  by  him,  the  Oath  of  Allegiance 
contained  in  the  Fifth  Schedule  to  this  Act ; 
and  every  Member  of  the  Senate  of  Canada 
and  every  Member  of  the  Legislative  Council 
of  Quebec  shall  also,  before  taking  his  Seat 
therein,  take  and  subscribe  before  the  Gover- 
nor General,  or  some  Person  authorized  by 
him,  the  Declaration  of  Qualification  contained 
in  the  same  Schedule. 

139.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  by  this 
Act,  all  Laws  in  force  in  Canada,  Nova  Scotia, 
or  New  Brunswick  at  the  Union,  and  all 
Courts  of  Civil  and  Criminal  Jurisdiction,  and 
all  legal  Commissions,  Powers,  and  Autho- 
rities 
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rities,  and  all  OflBcers,  Judicial,  Administra- 
tive, and  Ministerial,  existing  therein  at  the 
Union,  shall  continue,  in  Ontario,  Quebec, 
Nova  Scotia,  and  New  Brunswick  respectively, 
as  if  the  Union  had  not  been  made ;  subject 
nevertheless  (except  with  respect  to  such  as 
are  enacted  by  or  exist  under  Acts  of  the 
Parliament  of  Great  Britain  or  of  the  Parlia- 
ment of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain 
and  Ireland),  to  be  repealed,  abolished,  or 
altered  by  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  or  by 
the  Legislature  of  the  respective  Province, 
according  to  the  Authority  of  the  Parliament 
or  of  that  Legislature  under  this  Act. 

130.  Until  the  Parliament  of  Canada 
otherwise  provides,  all  Officers  of  the  several 
Provinces  having  Duties  to  discharge  in 
relation  to  Matters  other  than  those  coming 
within  the  Classes  of  Subjects  by  this  Act 
assigned  exclusively  to  the  Legislatures  of 
the  Provinces,  shall  be  Officers  of  Canada,  and 
shall  continue  to  discharge  the  Duties  of  their 
respective  Offices  under  the  same  Liabilities, 
Responsibilities  and  Penalties,  as  if  the  Union 
had  not  been  made. 

131.  Until  the  Parliament  of  Canada  other- 
wise provides,  the  Governor  General  in  Coun- 
cil may  from  Time  to  Time  appoint  such 
Officers  as  the  Governor  General  in  Council 
deems  necessary  or  proper  for  the  effectual 
Execution  of  this  Act. 

13)3.  The  Parliament  and  Government  of 

Canada 
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Canada  shall  have  all  Powers  necessary  or 
proper  for  performing  the  Obligations  of 
Canada  or  of  any  Province  thereof,  as  Part  of 
the  British  Empire,  towards  Foreign  Countries, 
arising  under  Treaties  between  the  Empire 
and  such  Foreign  Countries. 

133.  Either  the  English  or  the  French 
Language  may  be  used  by  any  Person  in  the 
Debates  of  the  Houses  of  the  Parliament  of 
Canada  and  of  the  Houses  of  the  Legislature 
of  Quebec;  and  both  those  languages  shall  be 
used  in  the  respective  Records  and  Journals 
of  those  Houses ;  and  either  of  those  Lan- 
guages may  be  used  by  any  Person  or  in  any 
Pleading  or  Process  in  or  issuing  from  any 
Court  of  Canada  established  under  this  Act, 
and  in  or  from  all  or  any  of  the  Courts  of 
Quebec. 

The  Acts  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada  and 
of  the  Legislature  of  Quebec  shall  be  printed 
and  published  in  both  those  Languages. 

Ontario  and  Quebec. 

134.  Until  the  Legislature  of  Ontario  or 
of  Quebec  otherwise  provides,  the  Lieutenant 
Governors  of  Ontario  and  Quebec  may  each 
appoint,  under  the  Great  Seal  of  the  Province, 
the  following  OflScers,  to  hold  Office  during 
Pleasure,  that  is  to  say, — the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral, the  Secretary  and  Registrar  of  the  Pro- 
vince, the  Treasurer  of  the  Province,  the  Com- 
missioner of  Crown  Lands,  and  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Agriculture  and  Public  Works,  and, 

in. 
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in  the  case  of  Quebec,  the  Solicitor  General ; 
and  may,  by  Order  of  the  Lieutenant  Gover- 
nor in  Council,  from  Time  to  Time  prescribe 
the  Duties  of  those  Offices  and  of  the  several 
Departments  over  -which  they  shall  preside  or 
to  which  they  shall  belong,  and  of  the  Officers 
and  Clerks  thereof;  and  may  also  appoint 
other  and  additional  Officers  to  hold  Office 
during  Pleasure,  and  may  from  Time  to  Time 
prescribe  the  Duties  of  those  Officers,  and  of 
the  several  Departments  over  which  they  shall 
preside  or  to  which  they  shall  belong,  and  of 
the  Officers  and  Clerks  thereof. 

135.  Until  the  Legislature  of  Ontario  or 
Quebec  otherwise  provides,  all  Rights,  Powers, 
Duties,  Functions,  Responsibilities,  or  Autho- 
rities at  the  passing  of  this  Act  vested  in  or 
imposed  on  the  Attorney  General,  Solicitor 
General,  Secretary  and  Registrar  of  the  Pro- 
vince of  Canada,  Minister  of  Finance,  Com- 
missioner of  Crown  Lands,  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works,  and  Minister  of  Agriculture 
and  Receiver  General,  by  any  Law,  Statute, 
or  Ordinance  of  Upper  Canada,  Lower  Cana- 
da, or  Canada,  and  not  repugnant  to  this  Act, 
shall  be  vested  in  or  imposed  on  any  Officer 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor 
for  the  Discharge  of  the  same  or  any  of 
them  ;  and  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture 
and  Public  Works  shall  perform  the  Duties 
and  Functions  of  the  Office  of  Minister  of 
Agriculture  at  the  passing  of  this  Act  im- 
posed by  the  Law  of  the  Province  of  Canada, 

as 
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as  well  as  those  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works. 

136.  Until  altered  by  the  Lieutenant 
Governor  in  Council,  the  Great  Seals  of  On- 
tario and  Quebec  respectively  shall  be  the 
same,  or  of  the  same  Design,  as  those  used  in 
the  Provinces  of  Upper  Canada  and  Lower 
Canada  respectively  before  their  Union  as 
the  Province  of  Canada. 

137.  The  Words  "  and  from  thence  to  the 
"  End  of  the  then  next  ensuing  Session  of 
"the  Legislature,"  or  Words  to  the  same 
Effect,  used  in  any  temporary  Act  of  the 
Province  of  Canada  not  expired  before  the 
Union,  shall  be  construed  to  extend  and  apply 
to  the  next  Session  of  the  Parliament  of  Ca- 
nada, if  the  Subject  Matter  of  the  Act  is 
within  the  Powers  of  the  same,  as  defined  by 
this  Act,  or  to  the  next  Sessions  of  the  Legis- 
latures of  Ontario  and  Quebec  respectively, 
if  the  Subject  Matter  of  the  Act  is  within  the 
Powers  of  the  same  as  defined  by  this  Act. 

138.  From  and  after  the  Union  the  Use 
of  the  Words  "Upper  Canada"  instead  of 
"Ontario,"  or  "Lower  Canada"  instead  of 
"Quebec,"  in  any  Deed,  Writ,  Process, 
Pleading,  Document,  Matter,  or  Thing,  shall 
not  invalidate  the  same. 

139.  Any  Proclamation  under  the  Great 
Seal  of  the  Province  of  Canada  issued  before 
the  Union  to  take  effect  at  a  Time  which  is 
subsequent  to  the  Union,  whether  relating  to 

that 
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that  Province,  or  to  Upper  Canada,  or  to 
Lower  Canada,  and  the  several  Matters  and 
Things  therein  proclaimed  shall  be  and  con- 
tinue of  like  Force  and  effect  as  if  the  Union 
had  not  been  made. 

140.  Any  Proclamation  which  is  author- 
rized  by  any  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the 
Province  of  Canada  to  be  issued  under  the 
Great  Seal  of  the  Province  of  Canada,  whether 
relating  to  that  Province,  or  to  Upper  Cana- 
da, or  to  Lower  Canada,  and  which  is  not 
issued  before  the  Union,  may  be  issued  by 
the  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Ontario  or  of 
Quebec,  as  its  Subject  Matter  requires,  under 
the  Great  Seal  thereof;  and  from  and  after 
the  Issue  of  such  Proclamation  the  same  and 
the  several  Matters  and  Things  therein  pro- 
claimed shall  be  and  continue  of  the  like 
Force  and  Effect  in  Ontario  or  Quebec  as  if 
the  Union  had  not  been  made. 

141.  The  Penitentiary  of  the  Province  of 
Canada  shall,  until  the  Parliament  of  Canada 
otherwise  provides,  be  and  continue  the  Peni- 
tentiary of  Ontario  and  of  Quebec. 

14!i2.  The  Division  and  Adjustment  of  the 
Debts,  Credits,  Liabilities,  Properties,  and 
Assets  of  Upper  Canada  and  Lower  Canada 
shall  be  referred  to  the  Arbitrament  of  Three 
Arbitrators,  One  chosen  by  the  Government 
of  Ontario,  One  by  the  Government  of  Que- 
bec, and  One  by  the  Government  of  Canada ; 
and    the   Selection  of  the  Arbitrators  shall 

not 
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not  be  made  until  the  Parliament  of  Canada 
and  the  Legislatures  of  Ontario  and  Quebec 
have  met ;  and  the  Arbitrator  chosen  by  the 
Government  of  Canada  shall  not  be  a  Resi- 
dent either  in  Ontario  or  in  Quebec. 

143.  The  Governor  General  in  Council 
may  from  Time  to  Time  order  that  such  and 
so  many  of  the  Records,  Books,  and  Docu- 
ments of  the  Province  of  Canada  as  he  thinks 
fit  shall  be  appropriated  and  delivered  either 
to  Ontario  or  to  Quebec,  and  the  same  shall 
thenceforth  be  the  Property  of  that  Province  ; 
and  uny  Copy  thereof  or  Extract  therefrom, 
duly  certified  by  the  Ofiicer  having  charge  of 
the  Original  thereof,  shall  be  admitted  as 
Evidence. 

144.  The  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Quebec 
may  from  Time  to  Time,  by  Proclamation 
under  the  Great  Seal  of  the  Province,  to  take 
efiect  from  a  day  to  be  appointed  therein, 
constitute  Townships  in  those  Parts  of  the 
Province  of  Quebec  in  which  Townships  are 
not  then  already  constituted,  and  fix  the 
Metes  and  Bounds  thereof. 

X. — Intercolonial  Railway. 

145.  Inasmuch  as  the  Provinces  of  Cana- 
da, Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick  have 
joined  in  a  Declaration  that  the  Construction 
of  the  Intercolonial  Railway  is  essential  to 
the  Consolidation  of  the  Union  of  British 
North  America,  and  to  the  Assent  thereto  of 
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Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick,  and  have 
consequently  agreed  that  Provision  should  be 
made  for  its  immediate  construction  by  the 
Government  of  Canada  ;  Therefore,  in  order 
to  give  effect  to  that  Agreement,  it  shall  be 
the  Duty  of  the  Government  and  Parliament 
of  Canada  to  provide  for  the  Commencement, 
within  Six  Months  after  the  Union,  of  a 
Railway  connecting  the  River  St.  Lawrence 
with  the  City  of  Halifax  in  Nova  Scotia,  and  for 
the  Construction  thereof  without  Intermission, 
and  the  Completion  thereof  with  all  practicable 
Speed. 

XI. — Admission  of  other  Colonies. 

146.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Queen,  by 
and  with  the  Advice  of  Her  Majesty's  Most 
Honorable  Privy  Council,  on  Addresses  from 
the  Houses  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  and 
from  the  Houses  of  the  respective  Legisla- 
tures of  the  Colonies  or  Provinces  of  New- 
foundland, Prince  Edward  Island  and  British 
Columbia,  to  admit  those  Colonies  or  Provin- 
ces, or  any  of  them,  into  the  Union,  and  on 
Address  from  the  Houses  of  the  Parliament 
of  Canada  to  admit  Rupert's  Land  and  the 
North-western  Territory,  or  either  of  them, 
into  the  Union,  on  such  Terms  and  Conditions 
in  each  Case  as  are  in  the  Addresses  ex- 
pressed and  as  the  Queen  thinks  fit  to  ap- 
prove, subject  to  the  Provisions  of  this  Act  ; 
and  the  Provisions  of  any  Order  in  Council 
in  that  Behalf  shall  have  effect  as  if  they  had 

been 
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been  enacted  by  the  Parliament  of  the  United 
Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland. 

147.  In  case  of  the  Admission  of  New- 
foundland and  Prince  Edward  Island,  or 
either  of  them,  each  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
Representation  in  the  Senate  of  Canada  of 
Four  Members,  and  (notwithstandins;  any- 
thing in  this  Act)  in  case  of  the  Admission  of 
Newfoundland  the  Normal  number  of  Sena- 
tors shall  be  Seventy-six  and  their  maximum 
Number  shall  be  Eighty-two ;  but  Prince 
Edward  Island  when  admitted  shall  be  deem- 
ed to  be  comprised  in  the  third  of  the  Three 
Divisions  into  which  Canada  is,  in  relation  to 
the  Constitution  of  the  Senate,  divided  by 
this  Act,  and  accordingly,  after  the  Admission 
of  Prince  Edward  Island,  whether  Newfound-
